


} REPORT ON SEMINARY CONTROL 
MADE TO GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


A Recommendution that the Assembly 
Suspend tor the Present the Ex- 
ercise of the Powers Conferred by 
the Compact of 1870—The Commit- 
tee Asks to be Discharged from 
Further Consideration of the Sub- 


ject—Supplemental Suggestions, 
SaratTocGa, May 27.—The matter of as- 
sembly control of the theological semina- 
ries of the Presbyterian Church was the im- 
portant business in to-day’s session of the 
National Presbyterian Assembly. This mat- 


ter was raised in the assembly of 1893 on 
account of the contumacy of Union and 
Lane Seminaries in retaining professors 
under the mark of disapproval, when com- 
pacts existed expressly delegating to the 
General Assembly the rights of such dis- 
approval. 

Twice has this commitiee presented par- 
tial reports to succeeding assemblies, and 
each time has the report, after a desperate 
and determined resistance of liberals, been 
adopted by large majorities in the assem- 
lies. The sum of these reports was that 
the assembly should have closer and more 
particular control and relationships, es- 
pecially over the funds and property, and 
over the theological instructions of all the 
seminaries. The assembly thereupon recom- 
mended that the Presbyterian seminaries 
proceed to make such changes in their 
charters as would permit their Trustees 
to effect this result. Conference and cor- 
respondence elicited the fact that such 
changes as were necessary in the charters 
could not be effected without legislative 
action, and the resubmission of the char- 
ters to the Legislature was viewed by near- 
ly ail the seminaries as dangerous and 
costly. 

The assembly again in 1895 approved the 
plan of control proposed, and recommended 
all the seminaries to adopt it and make 
the necessary changes in their charters. 
Now comes the committee with a new re- 
port, based upon another year of conference 
and correspondence. 

The report is long and full of details. It 
embodies the new correspondence of the 
committee with the seminaries. It gives in 
full the several schemes for legislative ac- 
tion each case to bring the 
seminary charters into shape for the adop- 
tion by the Boards of Trustees of the plan 
of control. replies are put in the 
form of an appendix. 

The most feature of the report 
of the commitiee 1s Clause 3 of the recom- 
mendation, wherein the entire committee 
usks the Assembly for a discharge from 
further sc ‘e. There is no doubt that 
this recoimmendation, at least, will be 
adopted, for it has been the hope of the 
Trustees cf{' many of the seminaries for 
three years that the activity of the Sem- 
inary Control Committee should cease. The 
Liberals hoped, bv the election of Dr. 
Withrov,, to acecmplish the retirement of 
this committee, and it will be a surprise to 
all who heve not been posted that the 
committee is ready to quit. 

But the memoers will not quit their la- 
bors the manner desired by the semi- 
naries ard Liberals; that is, if the other 
proposals of the report are adopted. They 
recite in their main report, which is pre- 
sented as a unanimous report, that the 
plan of safeguarding the teaching and 
property of the seminaries, adopted by the 
General Assembly of 1894, and affirmed, 
together with the explanation and inter- 
alee ah n thereof by the General Assem- 
ay of 1865, is, in the judgment of,the com- 
mittee, a} practical, and consti- 
tutional 1 ‘eguarding the teach- 
ing and pr seminaries.

Dr. George D. Baker of Philadelphia, 
while joining the committee in the main 
report, prepared a supplemental report, to 
which the committee, through courtesy, 
gave a place in the body of the report. He 
proposes the following resvlutions: 

1. That the act of the Assembly of 1870, accept- 
ing a certain offer made by the Union Theological 
Seminary, thereby changing in some respects the 
mode of managing the seminaries, and the mat- 
ter of their supervision by the Assembly, be and 
hereby is rescinded. 

2. That Concurrent Declaration No. 9 of the 
Assemblies of 1869, be and hereby is rescinded. 

8. That all acts and parts of acts in any way 
@elegating or putting in abeyance the Assembly’s 
Constitutional and charter powers over any of 
the seminaries which were under its control 
prior to and in 1870, be and hereby are re- 
scinded. 

Dr. Baker further asks that the plan of 
control as adopted by the Assembly be again 
recommended to the seminaries for adop- 
tion, and that the committee be dischanged. 

A second section of the committee’s re- 
port, in which also the fuli committee 
joins, relates to Union Seminary and its 
right and title to the funds and properties 
of its endowments. 

This matter came up before the last Gen- 
eral Assembly in the form of an inquiry 
as to “‘ what steps, if any, were advisable to 
enable the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church to regain possession of 
the funds and real estate held by Union 
Beminary, which came to that institution 
by reason of its connection with the Gen- 
eral Assembly.” 

Elder Robert H. Hinckley, a Philadel- 
phian, was the proposer of that resolu- 
tion, and by vote of the General Assembly 
last year the matter was referred to the 

ecial Committee on Seminary Control. 

is committee took charge of the matter 
by referring it to a special committee com- 

osed of Elder Hinckley, ex-Gov. James A. 

eaver of Pennsylvania, and Elder George 
H. Shields of Philadelphia. At one time it 
was said that this sub-committee was pre- 
pared to recommend the immediate insti- 
tution of a suit to recover the funds and 
property, protecting the same by filing a 
writ of lis pendens in the New-York courts 
to check the transfer of the Union Sem- 
inary property, which at that time was 
said to be under consideration. This ex- 
treme step was not taken, however, princi- 
pally on the ground that there was no one 
competent to stand in court to maintain 
@guch a suit. It is stated, however, that 
had the Union Trustees who withdrew from 
the Board of Directors at the time of the 
trouble in 1892 remained at their posts 
suits would have been brought in their 
names. 

The sub-committee came before the full 
committee Tuesday last and submitted its 
findings for consideration. A report was 
drawn up and adopted unanimously as fol- 
lows: 

‘The coramittee respectfuJly submits to the Gen- 
eral Assembly that the property and funds held 
by the Union Seminary, contributed during the 
existence of the compact between the seminaries 
and the General Assembly, viz.: between 1870-92, 
were contributed to it as a seminary which had 
entered into such relations with the General As- 
sembly as gave the Assembly control over the elec- 
tion of its professors, and secured to it the As- 
sembly’s expressed approval, and thus enabled it 
to secure oa large sum from the memorial fund of 
1870, uncer the definite understanding that it 
had positive connection with the Presbyterian 
Church as a seminary; and that it had, during 
this period, definitely recognized this relation in 
its appeals for an increased endowment; and re- 
port that in view of the repudiation by the semi- 
Mary of the compact of 1870, and the disregard 
of the Assembly's authority and discipline in the 
ease of one of its professors, who, notwithstand- 
ing his suspension by the General Assembly, is 
retained in his place in the seminary, that the

Assembly control by whick the A i} 
the essors, and 9 seminary appro: 0 
synodical supervision, The next year Unton Semi- 
nary suggested a method which has since. been 
known as the Compact of i870. Thic is the 
method of giving tlhe Asser >!y the veto power, 
and was acceptable to ali of the seminaries. Ail 
went well until it was foun? that the Assembly 
could not make its veto power effective. Then 
the Assembly was compcisd, in righteousness 
and self-defense, to say <2 aii of the seminaries, 
that it was necessary ts put the compact of 
1870 into legal form, so that, in the event of 


any seminary refusing to be bound by the veto 
of the Assembly, such veto could be enforced. 

The report then takes up the answer of 
Auburn Seminary to this proposal and 
shows that its continuance under Presby- 
terial supervision instead of Synodical or 
Assembly control was not in complete ac- 
cord with the letter and spirit of concur- 
rent resolution No. 9. The report concludes: 

We conclude that those who at present have 
charge of Auburn Seminary would reply that 
the judgment of the Assembly should prevail. As 
the General Assembly has no assurance that a 
subsequent board would not fée) at’‘liberty to 
disregard the- Assembly’s judgment the Assembly 
asks Auburn Seminary that the agreement which 
now exists under the form of a simple resolution 
be made legally effective and binding. 

Chairman S. A. Mutchmore of Philadel- 
phia opened the discussion on the report. 
He directed attention to the recommenda- 
tions of the committee to the plan of last 
year’s Assembly, showing that it was not 
the intention of the Assembly of 1894 to 
prepare the way for any change in the 
tenure or management of the property of 
the seminaries. Its sole purpose was to 
-settle for all time any question touching 
the denominational character of the sem- 
inaries. He urged the adoption of resolu- 
lution No. 1, reaffirming the plan of control 
of 1895, and of resolution No. 2, suspending 
the exercise of power conferred upon the 
General Assembly by the compact of 1870 
of disapproving professors-elect in the 
seminaries failing to incorporate said com- 
pact in their charters. 

The Assembly adjourned, with Dr. Mutch- 
more still on the floor. 

Prof. F. M. Burdick of Columbia College 
was this morning ,nominated before the 
Committee on Foreign Missions to fill the 
vacancy in the Foreign Board, caused by 
the resignation of Ezra M. Kingsley, Treas- 
urer of Union Seminary. Prof. Burdick is 
an Elder in Dr. Balecom Shaw’s West End 
Church, New-York City, which Dr. Briggs 
attends. No action was taken. 

The report on other matters was read to- 
day. Among other recommendations the 
committee proposed resolutions requesting 
the National Administration to examine 
into the facts of the alleged situation of af- 
fairs in Turkey and secure proper protec- 
tion to American citizens now resident in 
the Turkish Empire. 

It also was recommended that $1,034,000 
be raised by the Church during the_ year, 
and that the Foreign Board be advised to 
make its appropriations on that basis. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

The joint committee of the Assembly to 
which was referred the proposition for the 
sale of the Presbyterian Mission House in 
New-York teached a decision late to-night 
after an all-day session. That the decision 
was unanimous was evidenced by the tones 
of the long ‘‘ Doxology ” which arose in the 
the committee room just before the com- 
mittee adjourned. Later it was learned that 
the committee will make a unanimous re- 
port to-morrow afternoon when the matter 
comes before the Assembly. What that re- 
port will be cannot be said, but it is un- 
derstood that it favors the propositions to 
remove the boards back to the Lenox man- 
sion and sell the new building at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Twentieth Street. 

Thisis confirmed by the fact that several of 
the committee have been strongly in favor 
of the removal from the first. Lawyer John 
E. Parsons, attorney of the House Board, 
was here all day to-day to add his influence 
to that of Dr. John Hall, Charles E. Thomp- 
son, and others. He had two long sessions 
with the joint committee—one in the morn- 
ing, and another in the afternoon—during 
which he was subjected to a cross fire of 
questions regarding the schedule of rentals 
and expenses of the building, and the in- 
vestment of the Stuart fund.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., May 27.—The semi- 
annual meeting of the Woman’s Board of 
Missions opened in the Edwards Church, in 
this city, to-day at 10 o’clock.

SKELETON FOUND IN PELL STREET. 


It Was Beneath the Foundation of a 
Very Old House, 


A human skeleton was unearthed by la- 
borers while digging in the cellar of 27 Pell 
Street yesterday. A shanty which stood at 
27, and another at 20, have been torn down, 
and workmen are engaged in excavating 
for the erection of a brick structure. Will- 
iam Henderson of 404 East Seventeenth 
Street, one of the laborers, while digging in 
the redr of 27, struck against what he sup- 
posed was a box. Digging further, he 
brought up several pieces of wood, which 
were so old that they almost crumbled into 
dust. Cleaning away the wood, he discov- 
ered the bones of a human skeleton, includ- 


ing the skull. The police were notified, and 
Acting Captain Young had the bones taken 
to the Elizabeth Street station. Their ap- 
arance indicated that they been 
uried for a great many years. The police 
could not tell whether the skeleton was 
that of a man or a woman. 

The spot where the bones were unearthed 
was below the foundation of the building 
that had been demolished. The workmen 
said the person whose skeleton was found 
must have been buried before the house 
under which it was found was built. Act- 
ing Captain Young thought there might 
have been a cemetery where the bones were 
found, but one of the old residents of the 
neighborhood there had not- been a 

there within forty years to his 
knowledge. The bones look as if they had 
been buried even longer than that. They 
will be removed to the Morgue.

MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 


Over $250,000 Realized for 8,387 


Pieces—Many Wholesale and Re- 
tail ‘Firms Among the Buyers— 
The Bidding Good—Trhe Highest 
Price Was $1.05 a Yard, and Few 
Lots Sold for Less than 40 Cents 


—Improved Trade Foreshadowed. 


The largest auction sale of silks known in 
the tradé in this city was held in the rooms 
of Field, Chapman & Fenner of 80 Leonard 
Street yesterday, when 8,887 pieces, or more 
than 500,000 yards, of dress silks were dis- 
posed of in less than six hours. 

Just what the total realized by the sale 
was will not be known for a day or two, 
but conservative estimates place it at more 
than $250,000. 

The goods were consigned by the Phoenix 
Silk Manufacturing Company of Paterson, 
N. J. Some surprise was felt by the trade 
that the company should have attempted to 
dispose of so large a quantity of goods in 
the face of a depressed market, but the re- 
sult was much better than was expected. 

Prices ran about 10 to 15 per cent. below 
schedule rates, though one large buyer said 
that the same goods had been sold lately at 
private sales at lower rates than they 
brought yesterday at auction. 

The highest price reached was $1.05 a yard 
for a quantity of satin duchesse, twenty- 
three inches wide, and of “ extra fine and 
superior quality.”” There was a good de- 
mand for these goods, which at a sale by 


the same company last October were sold 
for 97 cents. 


The success of the sale may have been 
affected by the unusual terms for payment 
which were offered, six months from July 
1, 1896. 

More than 200 firms in the wholesale and 
retail silk trade in various parts of the 
United States were represented when 
James Williams, the auctioneer, started the 
sale at 11 A, - “It was the largest 
crowd I ever saw at a sale,” said the auc- 
tioneer, 

Among the concerns that bought largely 
were the H. B. Claflin Company, Charles 
Broadway Rouss, James H. Hearn, Le 
Boutillier Brothers, John Daniell, Stern 
Brothers, Ludwig Brothers, Eisman Broth- 
ers, the Syndicate Trading Company, and 
the Dry Goods Union of this city, the last 
two concerns representing about ten firms 
each; Frederick Loeser & Co., A. D. Mat- 
thews & Co., and Joseph Wechsler of Brook- 
lyn; Pardridge & Necher, Marshall Field 
& Co., Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., and Sie- 
gel, Cooper & Co. of Chicago; Harkadear, 
McKettrick & Co., Wear, Bucher & Co., 
and Penny & Gentiles of St. Louis; Alms 
& Doepke of Cincinrati, Boggs & Buhl of 
Pittsburg, John Wanamaker and Straw- 
bridge & Clothier of Philadelphia, M. T. 
Garvin of Lancaster, Penn.; S. Kahn’s Sons 
& Co., M. Goldenberg, Goldenberg Broth- 
ers, Maus & Kempner, Joel Gutman, and J. 
Greensfelder & Son of Baltimore, Levi 
Straus & Co. of San Francisco, Auerbach 
Brothers of Salt Lake City, Shepherd & 
Co. of Providence, R. I.; Lausberg Broth- 
ers of Washington, L. P. Plaut and Heath 
& Drake of Newark, N. J.,.and Chapman, 
Kendall & Co, and Harvey, Farley & Co. 
of Boston. 

Bidding on most of the lots offered was 
very brisk, the demand seeming to be 
about as great for high-class goods as for 
the cheaper grades. Some of the prices 
were as follows:

Black gros-grain, 23 inches wide, fine and supe- 
rior quality, 78 cents; 24 inches wide, extra fine 
and superior quality, 88 cents. 

None of the goods sold at prices under 
30 cents a yard, and few fell below 40 cents. 
The demand seemed to be particularly 
strong for some of the black taffetas, and 
for some of the colored silks. 

In speaking of the sale and its showing 
as to the condition of the market, Albert 
a President of the Phoenix Company, 
said: 

The sale has been most satisfactory. Prices 
ran much better than they did at our last sale. 
It shows, I think, that people still want silks 
and are willing to pay for them. It foreshadows, 
I believe, a very lively trade for the coming 
season, 

A large buyer expressed the opinion that 
the prices brought at this sale show that 
dealers have been so hard pressed that 
their stocks are depleted and must ‘be re- 
newed. Favorable crop reports have given 
them courage to do this, he thought. 


ELECTRIC ELEVATED ROAD PLAN 





J. H. MeGurty’s Scheme to Carry Mail 


and Express Matter. 


works in an express office in this city and 
lives in Jersey City, has taken out patents 
in Washington for an electric elevated rail- 
road, to carry express and mail matter at 
the rate of 120 miles an hour, 

It consists of small cars (capacity 500 
pounds each) running on a double track of 
galvanized cables, supported by single posts 
at intervals. No one need accompany the 
cars, which are operated by switches from 
the main office. Operators are placed at 
each station, and the car is stopped by the 
switchman at the head office, the station 
operator having first telegraphed to him to 


do so. 

Capitalists who have looked into the 
scheme tell Mr. McGurty that the road 
could be built cheaply. For instance, it 
would cost $19,000 to build it and equip it 
from this city to Paterson. 

It is impossible for the cars (which are 
6 feet by 4 feet by 3 feet) to leave the 
tracks once they have been fastened on. 
They are worked by a closed circuit, and 
there are automatic controllers on both 
sides of each car, which cut off the cur- 
rent going round curves and before ap- 
proaching stations. 





Direct Passenger Service to France. 


The North German Lloyd Steamship Companyj 
with a view to accommodating the increased 
travel direct to and from the Continent of Eu- 
rope, will dispatch its Saturday express steam- 
ships between Bremen and New-York via Cher- 


bourg, France, instead of via Southampton, Eng- 
land, beginning with the Aller, on June 13, from 
Bremen, and the Saale, on July 11, from New- 
York. These Saturday steamships on and after 
the dates will only touch at Cherbourg, 
France, on their way from Bremen to New-York. 
and vice versa. Special trains will be arranged 
to convey ssengers from Paris to Nome 4 
and from Cherbourg to Paris, in connection wit 

the departure and arrival of the Worth German 
Lloyd steamships. The ‘Tuesday steamships from 
New-York and from Bremen. will continue to call 
at Southampton as heretofore.

THE SILVER QUESTION THREATENS 
“TO SPLIT THE PARTY. 


Opening Sessions of the National Con- 
vention at Pittsburg Marked by. 
Wholesale Disorder and Produc- 
tive of Much Ill Feeling—The 
Friends of the White Metal Suc- 
ceed in’ Electing the Permanent 
Chairman After a Hard Struggle. 


PiTTsBuRG, Penn., May 27.—The Silver 
question still threatens to split the Prohibi- 
tion Party. The seventh National Conven- 
tion of the party opened to-day in the great- 
est disorder, and after two sessions spent 


in wrangling, adjourned till to-morrow, with 
the factions more widely apart than they 
had been before. 

Mr. Dickie, Chairman of the National 
Committee, called the convention to order 
and presented the name of A. A, Stevens 
of Tyrone, Penn., as temporary Chairman. 
The rebellion of the free-silver minority 
began right there. 

Chauncey W. Dunn of California rose to 
a point of order and asked Mr. Dickie to 
rule upon it. He offered as a substitute a 
minority report substituting the name of 
Edward J. Wheeler as the temporary Chair- 
man in place of Mr. Stevens. Mr. Dickie 
ruled the motion out of order and ordered 
Dunn to take his seat. 

Mr. Dunn appealed from the decision of 
the Chair, and Mr. Dickie refused to enter- 
tain the appeal. Mr. Stevens, in the mean- 
time, had come forward, but had been met 
by such persistent cries for ‘‘ Dickie” that 
he gave way. 

Mr. Dickie asked Mr. Dunn whether, if 
he ruled on the point of order, this uproar 
would subside. Mr. Dunn replied that it 
Was not an uproar, but simply a demand 
for their rights. ‘ 

Mr. Dickie repeated his ruling, that the 
minority report, which was signed by ex- 
Gov. St. John and others, was out of order, 
and again refused to entertain an appeal 
from this’ decision, whereupon Mr. Dunn 
declared that all Parliamentary precedent 
had been violated, and Mr. St. John took up 
the discussion, with no better result. He 
was followed by Mr. Woodbey, a colored 
delegate from Nebraska, and confusion con- 
tinued. Chairman Stevens ordered him to 
be seated. 

Mr. Woodbey answered: “I shall not do 
=" 

“Then,” said Mr. Stevens, ‘‘I shall or- 
ed you to be removed from the conven- 

on,” 

Mr. Woodbey continued his rebellion by 
standing on his chair and shouting at the 
top of his voice, and Mr. McWhirter of 
Indiana came to the rescue of the Chair by 
asserting that Mr. Woodbey was not even 
entitled to the floor as a delegate. 

Then the band was called upon to drown 
the uproar and to give the Chairman time 
to recover his composure. Meanwhile half 
the convention was walking the floor, and 
a squad of policemen was ushered into the 
hall to keep order. 

Mr. Wheeler of New-York, the gentleman 
named in the minority report as temporary 
Chairman, for the sake of harmony with- 
drew his name, although protesting against 
aot he called an arbitrary “and unjust 
rule. 

Then, at last, Temporary Chairman Ste- 
vens was permitted to deliver his opening 
address, 

A recess was taken after Chairman Ste- 
vens had made his speech, in which he re- 
viewed the history of the party and plead- 
ed for harmony. During the recess, cau- 
cuses were held and members of the new 
National Committee chosen. 

George C. Christian of Arkansas presided 
over a caucus of 300 “narrow gaugers.” 
A “steering committee,” which had been 
appointed last night, reported great prog- 
ress, and asserted that it felt confident of 
victory. Chairman Dickie of the old Na- 
tional Committee begged the women pres- 
ent not to press their desire for the inser- 
tion in the platform of a woman suffrage 
plank. The caucus adopted a resolution de- 
clining to support any issue which could 
not command a three-fourths vote of the 
convention, , : 

The New-York Stete delegates, in cau- 
cus, decided, by a vote of 79 against 15, to 
Stand for “narrow gauge,’’ which means 
prohibition simply. 

At a caucus of the “broad gaugers,” a 
call of the roll of delegates present showed 
their strength to be but 335 votes, about 
one-third of the total vote of the conven- 
tion. The broad-gauge leaders have here- 
tofore claimed that they would control 
upward of 700 votes. 

The convention reassembled in the after- 
neon, and the Committee on Credentials 
reported 810 delegates present. 

A resolution pledging the convention not 
to abate its relentless war on the licensed 
rum power was ordered telegraphed to 
various religious bodies now in conference, 
also to Congress, and to Mrs. Frances Wil- 
lard and Lady Somerset, in England. 

Mrs. Helen Gougar, Chairman of the 
Committee on Permanent Organization, re- 
orted the names of Oliver W. Stewart of 
llinois, one of the “ broad gaugers,” as 
permanent Chairman. 

Mr. Ferguson of New-York presented a 
minority report on behalf of the “ narrow- 
gauge’’ men, recommending the continu- 
ance of A. A. Stevens in the chair as the 
permanent Chairman. A tangle over a 
point of order threw the convention into 
confusion, which lasted for more than half 
an hour. 

Much ill feeling developed, and Chairman 
Stevens himself was for a long time re- 
fused a hearing, but when at last he gained 
the attention of the disturbing elements, he 
said that, though he believed he had been 
put forwarg as a representative of the 
element in the convention which believed 
in prohibition and non-divisive issues, and 
though he believed, on a call of the States, 
he would be sustained, he desired to with- 
draw his name. This announcement was 
received with cheers, and the majorit 
report of the committee was then adopted, 
and Mr. Stewart was escorted to the chair, 
Mr. Stevens retiring with the thanks of the 
convention. 

Mr. Stewart, on taking the gavel, said 
it was not part of his duty to outline the 
platform of the party, and promised fair 
treatment to all. 

A motion made by Mrs. Gougar, to hold 
a mass meeting to-night, in Neu of a busi- 
ness session, was carried, after considera- 
ble opposition, and at 6:15 P. M. the con- 
vention adjourned until to-morrow morning 
at 9 o'clock.

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THE OUTLOOK FOR RAPID TRANSIT 


Some Plain Truths About the Situation 
Created by the Supreme Court’s 
Decision. 

From The Engineering News. 

We have from the beginning steadfastly 
approved the rapid transit enterprise, as 
holding out greater promise of benefit to 
the City of New-York than any other 


‘scheme that has ever been proposed in con- 


nection with the municipality. Hence we 
cannot regard this decision of the court as 
anything else than a serious calamity. It 
may be of interest at this time to sum up 
the plain facts in relation to this great en- 
gineering enterprise. 

Briefly sketched, the rapid transit rail- 
way for which New-York has been working 
these many years would .be a four-track 
line, with. local trains running on two 
tracks and express trains, stopping only at 
intervals of one to two miles, on the other 
two, and attaining a running speed of forty 
to fifty miles per hour between stations. 
Second, and no less important as a means of 
reducing the time of a journey, the time 
lost by waiting for trains at stations would 
be reduced to a minimum, by making a 
fixed time interval between trains, so that 
they would run as often in the middle of 


the day, for example, as in the rush hours. 
This would be inconsistent with economical 
operation with locomotive traction; but it 
is perfectly feasible on a road operated 
with electric motors. With such a road, 
laid out on a central route, it would be pos- 
sible to go from one point to another with- 
in the present limits of New-York City 
with an average expenditure of less than 
one-half the time that is at present re- 
quired by elevated or surface trains. The 
time saving would be most noticeable, of 
course, on long-distance journeys. For ex- 
ample, it now takes nearly an hour to go 
by elevated train from the Battery to the 
Harlem River, a little less than eleven 
miles. By express train operated by elec- 
tricity on a rapid transit road making, say, 
six stops, the same distance could be cov- 
ered in about twenty minutes. 

Such a road as has been outlined can be 
built and operated either in a tunnel or on 
an elevated structure. The tunnel may be 
either just beneath the street surface, or 
far below, and the elevated structure may 
be either a low viaduct, or a lofty structure 
going above the roofs of all ordinary build- 
ings. But here, again, it is to be noted 
that, with the removal of the line of the 
road to a position far above or far below 
the street surface, it is rendered more diffi- 
cult of access and the saving of time which 
is the chief purpose of the road, is at once 
materially lessened... The same thing ap- 
plies to any divergence of the route to side 
streets. Manifestly any such road must be 
either just above or just below the street 
surface to be successful, and it must fol- 
low as closely as possible the lines of heav- 
jest traffic, 

We have restated these sound principles, 
because it is well to understand at this 
juncture just what is the problem before the 
city, and that roads along the water front, 
of raiiways situated high in the air or deep 
underground, are not feasible because they 
would not make the saving of time which 
is demanded. 

The whole Fe has been carefully 
gone over in detail by two competent com- 
missions and their advisory engineers, and 
the tunnel close to the street surface has 
been invariably settled upon as the best 
location for a rapid transit railway. 

This conclusion we have always main- 
tained to be based on sound reasoning; and 
the outcry against a tunnel railway on 
purely sentimental grounds, which has been 
so diligently fostered, we believe to be en- 
tirely unwarranted and without foundation. 

The opponents to the tunnel railway have 
all along insisted that an elevated rail- 
way was the thing; but the objections to an 
elevated railway are brought out by the 
Supreme .Court’s veto of the underground 
enterprise, more prominently than ever be- 
fore. No one doubts that an elevated rail- 
Way can be built on the lines of the pro 
posed tunnel road for much less money, so 
far as the cost of construction alone is con- 
cerned. No one doubts, either, that the 
trains can be run with as much facility and 
as high speed if the road is situated on an 
elevated structure as in a tunnel. The 
reason for opposing an elevated road is that 
the element of damages to abutting prop- 
erty-owners is so uncertain and promises 
to be so enormous that the total cost of 
such a line would far exceed the cost of a 
tunnel under the street surface. The Broad- 
way property owners who have fought so 
diligently have finally succeeded in defeat- 
ing the proposal to build a railway in a 
tunnel beneath the street surface. Will they 
be better pleased or more.ready to grant 
their consent, or willing to accept a smaller 
measure of damages if a four-track elevat- 
ed railway is built in front of their stores? 
The Supreme Court Judges feared to let the 
city undertake to build the tunnel railway 
because of the prospect that property 
damage suits on account of that construc- 
tion would ruin the city. If that position 
be correct, neither the city nor any private 
corporation can safely undertake to build 
an elevated structure; for that damage 
suits on account of that construction would 
be brought and prove successful, is not mere 
conjecture but a certainty. 

Here, then, is the situation. New-York 
suffers for rapid transit facilities, and is 
blocked in every effort to obtain them, mot 
because modern engineering is in any way 
unable to furnish what she needs; not be- 
cause she is unable to pay the cost of 
building what she requires, but because the 
law protects the rights of the real estate 
holders far better than it protects the in- 
terests of the people as a whole. 

The provision of the New-York Constitu- 
tion which requires the consent of the 
majority of abutting property holders as a 
precedent to the construction of a street 
railway, we believe to be unwise and cal- 
culated to work more harm than good. So, 
too, the New-Jersey law which gives the 
property owner the title of the land to the 
centre of the street and the public only 
an “easement ”’ or the right to passage, is 
an absurd relic which should be expunged. 
Every municipal corporation ought to have 
entire and absolute control over its streets, 
and their use for the general public benefit 
by railway or other means of transport 
should be paramount to all claims of in- 
dividual property holders. 

Altogether, therefore, it appears to us 
that the citizens of eNw-York who appre- 
ciate the city’s great need for rapid transit 
will have to appeal once more to the Leg- 
islature for power to carry out this great- 
est of municipal improvements in a proper 
manner. Should they be successful in se- 
curing the enactment of a law which will 
remedy the defects of the present one, the 
delay due to the Supreme Court’s decision 
may be worth all it costs.

It Seems Destined to be Defeated in 
the Interest of Some of Those Ad- 
versely Affected—The Navy Would

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Navy Per- 
sonnel bill is ready for consideration by 
the House Naval Committee, a sub-com- 
mittee having prepared a measure which, 


from present indications, will meet with 


the approbation of line and staff, save 


among those officers who are personally in- 
convenienced by certain provisions for 
weeding out the various grades. The bill 
in its present condition makes no provision 
for the Marine Corps, a detail which will 
be added during the discussion in commit- 
tee. There will be but few minor changes 
in the provisions of the measure, as-it will 
go to the ‘committee. The opposition to 
the bill will come when the measure is 
taken before the House and Senate. Then 
will appear the objection of the legislative 
friends of the officers who are adversely 
affected ‘by the bill, and it is estimated 
that the latter will be able to command 
sufficient influence to kill it, and defer to 
another session the scheme for “‘ reorganiz- 
ing and increasing the efficiency of the per- 
sonnel of the navy.’’ Stripped of formal 
phraseology the bill may be described as 
follows, as it will be reported from the 
Naval Committee: 


The personnel is to consist of ten corps: Line, 
medical, pay, engineer, chaplains, naval con- 
structors, professors of mathematics, civil en- 
gineers, naval cadets, and enlisted men. The 
line will be divided into eight grades as at pres- 
ent: Rear Admiral, Commedore, Captain, Com- 
mander, Lieutenant Commander, Lieutenant, 
Junior Lieutenant, and Ensign. There are to 
be eight Admirals instead of six, as at present; 
eight, instead of ten Commodores; sixty, instead 
of forty-five Commanders, and the same number 
ef other grades as at present, with a number of 
Pnsigns, sufficient to maintain the total number 
of officers on the active list of the line, in- 
cluding volunteers, at a number not greater 
than now fixed by law. It is provided that the 
volunteer officers shall not be affected by new 
provisions’ for retirement, shall be exempt from 
involuntary transfer to a reserve list, and that 
the places vacated by their legal retirement or 
promotion under existing methods, shall not be 
filled save in July of each year, when graduates 
of the Naval Academy, in sufficient numbers to 
Gill these vacancies shall be commissioned en- 
signs, not more than thirty-five to be so com- 
misgsioned from any one class. Volunteer offi- 
vers may be retired on their application or trans- 
ferred to the reserve list on three-fourths pay, 
and Commodores, Captains, Commanders, and 
Lieutenant Commanders shall be considered can- 
daidates for transfer to the reserve or retired list 
after thirty-five years’ service. 

Should it be found that the vacancies under 
the present methods are insufficient for as many 
as sixteen promotions in the list of sea-going 
line Officers to the grade of Commander, and as 
many as twenty promotions to Lieutenant Com- 
mander during any fiscal year, candidates for 
transfer to the reserved list and for voluntary 
retirement shall be so disposed of In such order 
as the President may direct, to create the stated 
number of vacancies. Should even this fail to 
provide the necessary places a board of five 
Rear Admirals shall meet and examine the rec- 
ords of officers of the four lower grades, and 
select officers who should be transferred to the 
reserve list. No record of this board’s meetings 
will be kept save the finding, the majority gov- 
erning, and the Secretary will make the trans- 
fers indicated as desirable. The usual ex- 


‘aminations for promotions will continue, 


Great interest will centre in the reserve 
list, and it is from officers likely to 
be carried on this list that the opposition 
to the measure will spring. The reserve 
list is to be formed from the active list in 
the following manner: Line officers who 
entered the academy in the period from 
1861 to 1867 may, upon the passage of the 
act, apply for transfer to the list, and if a 
sufficient number of officers do not apply 
for transfer within a year, a board.of five 
Admirals shall name the officers best fitted 
for the respective lists, Provision is made 
that there shall be retained on the active 
list the following number of officers who 
were graduated in the years named—1861, 
eighteen; 1862, seventeen; 1863, twenty; 1864, 
nineteen; 1865, twenty-three; 1866, nineteen, 
and 1867, nineteen. An officer in reserve 
shall retain his seniority and be eligible for 
promotion on the reserve list upon the pro- 
motion of the officer on the active list next 
above him in seniority, no reserve officer to 
be promoted to flag rank and each to be 
retired at option after thirty-five years’ 
service. 

Rear Admirals shall be appointed by the 
President, a Board of; Admirals to select 
three Commodores for each vacancy. Each 
Commodore, to be eligible, must have served 
two years as Captain in command of a sea- 

oing man-of-war, and no Commodore shall 
be advanced unless he shall have two years 
to serve as Admiral before retirement for 
age. All other promotions in the line shall 
be by seniority, An officer, before attaining 
the rank of Lieutenant, must have had six 
years’ service as commissioned officer, and 
ensigns must have servea three years be- 
fore promotion, two-thirds in each case to 
be sea service. 

The bill provides that staff officers shall 
have rank and title as follows: Captain, 
Commander, Lieutenant Commander, Lieu- 
tenant, Junior Lieutenant, and Ensign. This 
is a victory which will be relished ‘by the 
engineers, who have long contended for 
positive rank, and in this they have en- 
countered the bitterest resistance of the 
line officers. If there were wanting no 
other feature to invite opposition, it is like- 
ly the bill would be objected to in certain 
quarters on this account alone. 

The Medical Corps will consist of 15 Medi- 
eal Directors, with rank of Captain; 15 In- 
spectors, 55 Staff Surgeons, a new grade; 65 
Surgeons, 30 Junior Surgeons, and a new 
warrant grade of pharmacists to take the 
place of the present apothecaries. 

The Pay corps remains as at present, save 
that it gains by ten Assistant Paymasters. 
The Pay Directors have the rank of Cap- 
tain, and so on down to Junior Lieutenant. 

Most interest will attach to the provisions 
relating to the Ergineer Corps. This corps 
will consist of 18 Captains, 25 Commanders, 
60 Lieutenant Commanders, 70 Lieutenants, 
65 Junior Lieutenants, and 65 WPnsigns, a 
total of 303 officers, as against 173 of the 
present organization. In addition to the 
Ehzineer in Chief, as now provided by 
law, there 1s to be an assistant, who will 
be chosen from officers of at least the rank 
of Commander. The examination for pro- 
motion will be conducted by engineer offi- 
cers, and it is provided that all such ex- 
aminations shall be made by a board of 
officers of the same corps as the candidate 
for promotion. The Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering is to be Known as the Bureau 
of Engineering, and its duties are increased 
by adding to the present functions that of 
care, designing, and installation of electric 
machinery, the inspection and test of coal, 
and the inspection of steel. Fuel, by the 
way, is to be bought hereafter by the Pay- 
master General, and not by the (hief of 
the Bureau of Equipment. Officers of the 
Engineer Corps after Jan. 1, 1897, shall, 
on reaching the age of sixty years, be re- 
tired. The age hitherto has been, and the 
age for line officers’ retirement hereafter 
remains, at sixty-two. This is to meet the 
severities of the service, which tell more 
on engineer officers than on any other 
class in the navy. The arduous work and 
responsibility exceed those of the line offi- 
cer, and this provision for earlier retire- 
ment for engineers will be regarded as 
a wise one by®those who appreciate the 
present conditions. 

Any officer of the navy who has served 
thirty years may apply for retirement. 
Any officer below the rank of Commander 
who has served thirty-five years may make 
similar application and be retired with rank 
and retired pay of the next higher grade. 

Each Senator is to have the privilege of 
naming an engineer cadet at Annapolis, and 
the President is to have two engineer ca- 
dets at large. An important feature of the 
bill is that graduates of technological 
schools of this country may be eligible for 
appointment as engineer cadets (graduate) 
in the navy. The number of engineer ca- 
dets (graduate) will be forty, plus the num- 
ber of vacancies naturally occurring by 
May 31 of each year. After the number 
of commissioned officers of the Engineer 
Corps has been reached the number of ap- 
pointments of graduate engineer cadets to 
be made each June 80 will be double the 
number of vacancies occurring in the lowest 
grade in the corps during the preceding 
year, provided that at least twenty cadets 
from technical schools, in addition to those 
who have completed the course at the 
academy, shall be appointed graduate en- 
gineer cadets each year. The technical 
school candidates must be between nineteen 
and twenty-four years of age. The cadets 
will.serve a two years’ course et sea and 
in the navy shops, and then be; examined 
for commissions and to fill vaeancies; those 
cadets who pass and who fail to secure 
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a commission will be discharged with a 
year’s pay. 

Another important feature is that any en- 
listed man who has served three roost in 
the engineer department, and who not 
over twenty-six. years of age, shall have 
an opportunity to compete with the engineer 
cadets for commission as Ensign in the 
corps. The cadets are to be paid ds are 
the naval cadets. Engineer officers may 
also be detailed to technical schools. 





Every commissioned officer of the Bavy — 


is to be a wardroom: officer, a provision 
which means that the assistant engineers 
may hereafter enjoy the luxury of a state« 
room as well as ensigns of the line. Hither- 
to the junior engineers have had to sleep 
in hammocks and suffet other slights not 
imposed upon line officers of no 
rank. The naval station at New-London 
is to be placed in charge of the Bureau of 
Engineering for the purpose of an engineéF- 
ing school and experiment station. An en- 
gineer officer will be on duty at the station 
and have associated with him a mechanic 
engineer and professor of engineering from 
one of the technical schools, the two latter 
to receive while so engaged $10 per day. 

The pay of engineer officers will be the 
same as that of line officers, grade for 
grade. Chiefs of bureaus, after serving @ 
full term, may be retired with pay and 
rank of Commodore. It fs provided, in so 
many words, “that officers of the staff 
corps of the navy shall command in their 
own departments, subject to the authority 
of the commanding officer, but shall not be 
entitled to command in the line or other 
staff corps, but all officers, by virtue of their 
commissions. shall command enlisted men.” 

The pay of machinists is increased to $75 

er month during the first five years’ sery- 
ce, and to $90 thereafter. 

The enlisted term of blue-jackets is made 
four years, and they are to have the privi- 
leges of naturalization, continuous service 
and retirement now accorded the army, but 
firemen and coal heavers are to be retired 
after twenty-five years’ service. Enlisted 
men who have served twenty years may be 
assigned duty at navy yards as watchmen, 
&c., and whenever vacancies in the lower 
grade of the line of the navy exceed thirty- 
five, appointments may be made by the 
President from the enlisted men to fill such 
vacancies, of course, subject to examina- 
tion, as in the army. 

The bill will be perused with much inter- 
est by naval officers and enlisted men. It 
is by far the most equitable measure which 
has been devised, but it is destined to meet 
with opposition and defeat, as it predecess- 
ors have done. No bill will pass which 
injures the chances of any number of naval 
officers attaining rank which is possible, 
even remotely, under the present condition.

EVIDENCE THAT THE SENATE WAS 
NOT IN EARNEST. 


‘The Action of Tuesday on the Dubois 
Amendment to the Filled-Cheese’ 
Bill Is Reversed When a Second 
Vote Is Taken—The Debate on the 
Bond Bill Continued—Little Pros- 
pect that the Measure Can Be Put 
Through. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Senate really 
did not mean to increase the tax on beer 
when it yesterday refused to lay the Du- 
bois amendment on the table, The refusal 
Was made by a vote of 25 to 30. By a vote 


of 27 to 34 to-day the amendment was de- 
feated, thus leaving the “ Filled Cheese” 
pill free of incumbrances and Mr. Sher- 
man unpunished for his emotional offer to 
co-operate with anybody to find new sources 
of revenue. There was no palavering about 
the proposition to-day. Fresh from a mid- 
day executive session the Senate proceeded 
to vote on the amendment offered by Mr.

MORE EXPENSE PILED UP, 


House Yields to the Senate on 
the Deficiency Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—A little more 
money authorized to be expended by the 
Fifty-fourth Congress will not make much 
difference now, when the total of appro- 
priations has gone so far beyond the es- 
timated receipts of the Government for 


the year, but it may make some difference 
when the figures come to be marshaled 
for political itlustration. 

The United States undoubtedly owes much 
of the $1,576,236 put into the Deficiency 
bill to pay the French spoliation claims 
and the claims allowed under the Bow- 
man act, and perhaps ought to pay the 
money, but this is a poor year in which 
to undertake to add the expense to the 
other expenditures authorized. The Sen- 
@te added the items to the bill, increas- 
ing it with other additions, until it was 
awelled from a measure carrying $4,000,000 
to one in which %s,tki,000 Were authorized 
to be taken from the Treasury. 

In the House to-day there was a hot 
contest over the increases, the Appro- 
priations Committee objecting to the claims, 
and members from the East and South, in- 
terested in both classes of claims, making 
common cause against Cannon and Sayers. 
The men who were after the claims won 
the fight, by the close vote of 111 to 97, to 
concur in the amendments of the Senate 

The conference report on the bill for the 
relief of the settlers on the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad indemnity lands was agreed 
to. A supplemental conference report on 
the Sundry Civil bill, showing an agree- 
ment upou everything of importance but 
the public building items, was presented 
and partly considered, when, at 5:30 P. M., 
Mr. Kem (Pop., Neb..) made a point of no 
quorum, and, only 142 members appearing, 
the House adjourned until to-morrow.

of such a character that it was unsafe for 
her to live with him. Later Mrs. Serrano 
requested him to discontinue the suit, but 
she says he declined to do so unless she 
paid him $10.

THE RAINES BALLOT BILL. 


Made a Law Yesterday, with Several 
Others, by Gov. Morton, 


ALBANY, May 27.—Gov. Morton to-day 
signed the Raines bill which revises his 
blanket-ballot law of last year. The blanket 
ballot is retained and provision is mude 
for a separate column for independent nom- 
inations. Greater restrictions are provided 
for the making of independent nominations 
by increasing the number of names which 
must be attached to any petition nominat- 
ing independent candidates, with a view of 
preventing irresponsible independent nom- 
inations. The expenses of printing the bal- 
lots is reduced a third, as only twice in- 
stead of three times the number of ballots 
as there are registered voters are to be 
printed hereafter, 

Provisions are made for a safer count of 
the ballots and more safeguards are pro- 
vided to assure an honest count. All bal- 
lots are to be placed in boxes and pre- 


served by the County Clerk for six months, 
and the boxes are not to be opered except 
on an order of the court. 

The Governor also signed Senator Hig- 
gins’s bill, which embraces a complete re- 
vision and codification of all of the tax 
laws of the State. The bill will increase 
the revenues from the taxes on corpora- 
tions by over $500,000. One of the impor- 
tant changes in the law is that taxing ¢le- 
vaied and surface railroads,‘ other than 
Steam, on their gross instead of net earn- 
ings. Such companies are to pay an annual] 
tax of 1 per cent. upon gross earnings and 
3 per cent. upon the amount of dividends 
deciared in excess of 4 per cent. 

The bill provides that there ¢ghall be 
three Tax Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor, to hold office for three years. 
Each shall receive $2,400 salary. The State 
Assessors in otfice when this law takes ef- 
fect shall continue in office under the law 
as Tax Commissioners, and shall consti- 
tute the State Board of Tax Commission- 
ers. The term for which each of such 
Commissioners was appointed shall be ex. 
tended so as to include the 83lst day of 
December of the calendar year in which 
such term expires, and his successor shall 
be appointed for a full term of three years 
commencing with the Ist day of January 
following.

Assemblyman Livingston—The Mary McGuire 
escheat bill, Brooklyn. 

Senator Koehler—The Mary Haley escheat bill, 
Hempstead. 

Senator Higbie—Amending the Port Richmond 
Village Incorporation act regarding village officers. 

Assemblyman Waldo—Providing that Avenue U, 
in Kings County, may be opened across lands 
now heid by the Brooklyn Jockey Club. 

Assemblyman Gledhtli—To afford protection 
against injury or death to persons employed on 
buildings in course of construction in cities of 
the State, by requiring floors to be completed or 
filled in as the building progresses.

LOVING CUP FUR DR. GUERNSEY, 


Presented at a Dinner on the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of His Graduation. 


The fiftieth anniversary of Dr. Egbert 
Guenrsey’s graduation in medicine was 
celebrated by a dinner given in his honor 
at the Union League Club, last night, by 
the Medical Board of the Metropolitan Hos- 
pital. An interesting feature of the occa- 
sion was the presentation of a beautiful 
loving cup to Dr. Guernsey, the gift of the 
Medical Board and the Alumni Association 
of the hospita! and other medical friends. 
It is of solid silver, stands twelve inches 
above its ebony pedestal, and is appropri- 
ately inscribed. 

Dr. Alfred K. Hills presided at the din- 


ner, and among those present were Dr. W. 
H. Watson, Dr. C. L.’Bagg, Gen. James 
R. O’Beirne, Surgeon General Terry, Gen. 
Howard Carroll, Dr. Malcotm Leal, Dr. H.

In presenting the loving cup, Dr. Hills 
referred to the career of Dr. Guernsey since 
he entered the medical profession.

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PRESIDENT HUNTINGTON'S ANNUAL 
PACIFIC MAIL REPORT. 


A Large Increase in Gross Earnings, 
but an Equally Large Increase in 
Expenses—The Company Is Free 
from Indebtedness, and Has Avail. 
able Loans and Cash on Hand— 
Re-election of the Present Board 
of Directors, 


The forty-ninth annual meeting of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company was held 
in the company’s office, in the Mills Build- 
ing, yesterday. One hundred and eighteen 


thousand shares of stock out of 200,000 
shares were represented. The old Board of 
Directors was re-elected, as follows: Col- 
lis P. Huntington, Henry Hart, Isaac E. 
Gates, Calvin 8, Brice, Samuel Thomas, 
Joseph Richardson, Russell Sage, George 
J. Gould, and R. P. Schwerin. 

A preliminary report of the business of 
the company was submitted to the meeting. 
In it President Huntington said: “As com- 
pared with the results of the previous year, 
there has been an increase in the gross 
earnings of $122,164, and an increase in ex- 
penses of °$126,415, showing a reduction in 
net earnings of $4,251 over the business of 
last year. The sum of $150,000 charged to 
expenses for general and extraordinary re- 
pars of steamers is carried to the credit of 
the fund set aside for that character of re- 
pairs, to which account has been charged 
the sum of $191,045 expended on its 
steamers during the year, leaving a balance 
to the credit of this fund on April 30, 1896, 
amounting to $204,043. In addition to the 
above expenditure for extraordinary repairs, 
the sum of $190,707 has been paid during the 
year and arged to steamer expenses for 
the ordinary repairs of the company’s fleet. 

“The company is free from indebtedness, 
except for current expenses, and has avail-

Baltimore and Ohio Finances. 


BALTIMORE, May 27.—Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad receiver’s certificates, of which 
$5,000,000 were authorized by the United 
States court, will be issued to the extent of 
$4,000,000 on June 1, A syndicate of New- 
York bankers, headed by J. P. Morgan & 
Co., have taken the certificates. The re- 


maining $1,000,000 are held in reserve by 
the receivers, and when issued will also be 
taken by the same syndicate. 

‘the Car Trust certificates, amounting to 
$3,400,000, will nct be issued until July 1. 
These were divided between Baitimore and 
New-York. It is understood that a majority 
of Baltimore’s share has already been re- 
sold in New-York to London investors. The 
transactions, it is said, were made at a 
premium of 14% per cent. and 1% per cent. 
it is the impress.on that London investors 
ns secure the larger share of the whole 
ssue. 

Semi-annual interest on Baltimore and 
Ohio obligations falling due on June 1 will 
be paid by the receivers, with the exception 
of the coupons due on the 6 per cent. bonds 
of the Alexandria Division of the Washing- 
ton and Point Lookout Railroad. This de- 
fault is explained as due to the branch not 
earning its fixed charges. The interest 
charges that will be paid mext month 
amount to about $500,000, 


Chicago Interests Suffering. 


Western freight men are very free these 
days in their criticism of the Joint Traffic 
Association, which they declare has in many 
ways shown its lack of interest in Chicago. 
The latest case is in regard to shipments 
of wool from the Northwest to New-York. 
The Joint Traffic Association refuses to al- 


low any of its lines to reduce rates in con- 
junction with Western roads to meet the 
competition of the Canadian Pacific, and 
the result is that line, by cutting rates, has 
secured most of the business to date. This 
is the busy season in the woo] business, 
and Western lines sre chafing under their 
inability to do anything. The Grand Trunk 
has ofiered to pro rate reductions with 
them in order to meet the “‘ Soo”"’ competi- 
tion, but the Joint Traffic Association will 
not allow it to do so. The Michigan Cen- 
tral, it is said, also stands ready to help 
them out if it can get permission. The 
Western Freight Association is still labor- 
ing with the Eastern governors, but so far 
its efforts have been unavailing, and the 
attitude of the Joint Traffic Board gives lit- 
tle promise. 


Boston’s Union Station, 


Boston, May 27.—The Union Station bill, 
with the amendment providing for mort- 
gage bonds based on real estate, instead 
of ‘‘ railway bonds,” was passed to be en- 
grossed by the Senate 30 to 4. An important 
amendment offered by Senator Galloupe was 


adopted. Section 4 of the bill provided that 
the bonds for the purpose of taxation 
should be considered railroad bonds. He 
moved to strike out this provision. That 
would leave the bonds under the general 
law as ordinary mortgage bonds secured by 
real estate. The Senator explained that 
railroad bonds are taxable here, and are not 
taxable in New-York. This would mean 
that a Morgan syndicate would get the 
whole block. The people of Massachusetts 
surely could not compete if they had to 
pay taxes on the bonds. If, on the contrary, 
the bonds are ordinary mortgage bonds, our 
people will take them, and the savings 
banks will invest in them. 


Railway Accountants, 


At the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of American Railway Accountants, 
held in the Murray Hill Hotel, yesterday, 
G. W. Booth of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad presided. The principal roads were 
represented as follows:

Cuicaco, May 27.—Chairman Caldwell 
ruled against the Wisconsin Central yester- 
day in regard to Tts appeal from the unan- 
imous refusal of other Western lines last 
week to allow that road to start the no- 
bicycle-charge ball rolling. The decision 
of the Chairman is that the case in ques- 
tion does not come within the provisions 
of the agreement cited, as a change in the 
general rules of the associatiun was pro- 
posed. If this procedure was permitted 
any one road would be able to change the 
fundamental principles of the agreement. 
It is not believed the Wisconsin Central 
will push its case further, as the life of the 
association would be jeopardized by its 
withdrawal.

—A conferenve between the Board of Ad- 
ministration of the Southwestern Traffic Asso- 
ciation and representatives of the Mexican lines 
was held .n St. Louis last Tuesday for the pur- 
pose of considering international rates on some 
of the products of the Republic of Mexico, A 
resolution was adopted providing for the appli- 
cation of a rate of $1.25 per 100 pounds on green 
tropical fruits from producing points on the Mex- 
ican National, Mexican Central, Mexican In- 
ternational, and Monterey and Mexican Gulf 
Railways to St. Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Louisville, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Kansas City, 
and Omaha, that being the rate in effect from 
California to the same points. 


—The Rhode Island Legislature has 
amended the charter of the Union Railroad Com- 
pany of Newport, allowing capitalization to the 
amount of $9,000,000. This act is in keeping 
with the other acts providing for the use of elec- 
tricity on steam roads. It is expected that the 
Union Company will equip passenger trains on 
at least two branches of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad to Oakland Beach, 
and from Providence to Fall River.

THE GEN. SHERMAN MONUMENT. 


The Design of Carl R. Smith of Chi- 
cago Accepted, 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—It is about time 
that the Government provided the per- 
manent art commission that has been pro- 
posed to pass upon statuary and pictures 
to adorn the National Capitol. A committee 
of the Society of the Army of the Tennessee 
has just selected to occupy a very prominent 
site in the city a model for a statue of 
Gen. W. T. Sherman that was considered 
by a special art committee to be unworthy 
of place in a competition, and the same 
committee has rejected three other models 
that were of four designated by the Art 
Committee as those out of which the selec- 
tion ought to be made. 

The Art Committee in January last, con- 
sisting of Messrs. St. Gaudens, Warner, 
Post, and Price, looked at twenty-six models 
of a statue of Gen. Sherman, and selected 
the models of Messrs. Bartlett, Rhind, Nie- 
haus, and Partridge as those best answering 
the historical and art requirements. The’ 
committee of the Society of the Army oi 


the Tennessee, consisting of Gen. G. M. 
Dodge, Gen. J. N. Noble, Gen. D. B. Men- 
derson, Col. Cornelius Cadle, C os. 2s 
Howe, and Col. Augustus Jacobson, ex- 
cluded the model of Partridge, and in its 
place put the model of Carl R. Smith ot 
Chicago. A few days ago the elaborated 
models of Bartlett, Niehaus,, Rhind, and 
Smith were exposed to view, and to-day the 
decision to select the model of Smith was 
rendered, after the members of the Society 
of the Army of the Tennessee and Secretary 
Lamont and Gen. Miles, representing the 
Government, had inspected the models. 

Just why the. model regarded by the Art 
Committee as least worthy, and which had 
been rejected by them as not entitled to be 
included in any competition, should be se- 
lected, has not yet been made known. The 
Smith statue is described by critical persons 
as commonplace, as a jumble of things 
stuck together, as lacking dignity and 
impressiveness, and as not likely to be se- 
lected upon any artistic ground. But the 
artists in the final competition have been 
under the impression that Smith’s mode} 
had been selected before the final compe- 
tition was ordered, and that they were 
predestined to be beaten from the beginning. 
All of them considered the preparation 
of the enlarged models as a work of super- 
erogation. 

It has already been mentioned in the news- 
papers that Mr. Smith was the designer of 
a monument for a member of the. family 
of Gen. Dodge, but the artists who entered 
the competition are unwilling to believe 
that that is to be regarded as a reason 
why a model declared by Messrs. St. Gau- 
dens, Warner, Post, and Price to be unworthy 
to be allowed in the competition, should be 
selected for completion and erection in a 
most conspicuous place on, Pennsylvania 
Avenue. Yet if the decision made to-day 
be carried out, there will be set up in front 
of the Treasury a2 commonplace figure of 
Sherman, seated on a mooney horse, with a 
Wwide-spreading switch tail, looking over 
some mock heroic and absurd figures grouped 
about the pedestal, against which are stuck 
some irrelevant objects, neither adding 
beauty nor impressiveness to the whole. 

It is asserted by competent judges that 
there were not less than ten models in the 
first competition bettsr entitled to be ac- 
cepted than the model of Carl ‘R. Smith, 
that has been picked out for completion. 
and to be a perpetual challenge of the 
judgment of the soldier judges who have 
decided to give it to posterity.

THE PEER’S VICTORY IN A “GRAND 
INTERNATIONAL STEEPLECHASE.” 


Sayonara, the Only Starter Against 
‘Him, Broke Down After Going 
Half the Journey—Jake Shipsey 
Got a Bad Fall in One Hurdle 
Race, and Was Stunned, but Un- 
injured—Spot Did Erratic Jump- 
ing in Anothed Steeplechase. 


There will be no particular regret among 
racing men that the Spring meeting of the 
New-York Steeplechase Association was 
brought to a close yesterday. The attempt 
to revive what is an exciting and beautiful 


sport when there are properly schooled 
horses and competent jockeys has unfort- 
unately miscarried, and, save for the sport 
on the opening day, the steeplechase races 
have proved to be farces. The hurdle races 
have turned out somewhat better and pos- 
sibly from these—which are to be continued 
at Brooklyn—there may come horses fit to 
compete in steeplechases later on. But the 
material from which the chasers are to be 
reinforced is plainly not to be found in the 
half-schooled lot of broken-down selling 
platers, from which an attempt has been 
made to select horses for cross-country 
work. It takes a well-bred, well-Built 
horse to stand the hard work of a jumping 
race. When men interested in the sport 
will take perfectly. sound, stanchly built 
horses that are not fast enough to win on 
the flat and give them good schooling and 
seasoning for the sport, then only will 
steeplechasing get a foothold here. Per- 
haps by the Autumn it will be possible to 
get together such a‘lot of horses. There 
is certainly a disposition among racing men 
to make it a sport that will pay owners if 
they will only go to work on the right lines 
with the right sort of horses, competent 
trainers, and jockeys. 

It speaks poorly for the sport, however, 
when a race with a name like the “ Grand 
International Steeplechase ’’ can be won by 
a horse that falls down, is remounted, and 
finishes alone, winning a stake worth $1,40U 
net to the first horse. Yet, that is what 
The Peer did yesterday, and it was prac- 
tically what he did a week ago in the Em- 
pire State Handicap Steeplechase, at three 
miles and a half, a half mile less than 
yesterday’s course. A week ago Rodman,

WOULD HE DEFEND THE RESERVE? 
If Mr. McKInutEey should be elected, 
what would be his course if during his 
term of office the President should have 
to deal with the problem presented by a 
depleted gold-reserve fund? What would 
he do if, while holding the office of Pres- 
ident, he should see the gold reserve 
drained almost to the bottom by exports 
and should perceive that only by a 
prompt replenishment of it could a sus- 
pension of gold payments be prevented? 

Everybody knows what Mr. CLEVELAND 
has done, when it was apparent that the 
complete exhaustion of the gold reserve 
was impending. Is it not conceivable 
and even probable that if Mr. McKINLEY 
should become President he would be re- 
quired in the course of his term to deal 
with conditions like those which have 
tested the courage and intelligence of the 
President now in office, his regard for 
public interests of the highest impor- 
tance, and his adhesion to the principles 
of sound and honest finance? 

What would Mr. McKINLEY do? Does 
not his public record indicate clearly that 
he would not protect the reserve and re- 
demption fund as it has been protected 
by Mr. CLEVELAND if he should be con- 
fronted by similar conditions?

IS WARNER MILLER AGAINST THE 
RAINES: LAW? 

Ex-Senator WARNER MILLER backs 
Gov. Morton for the Presidency by mak- 
ing plain his preference for another can- 
didate, and he shows that his preference 
for the other candidate is mainly due to 
the opportunity he thinks he sees for 
fighting against the party leadership of 
ex-Senator Piatr. For the first time, 
nearly a month after the adjournment of 
the Legislature, he comes out with a vig- 
orous protest against that body having 
been “under the domination of any one 
man” and being “run by long-distance 
telephone from New-York.” He declares 
that Mr. Piatt “ undertook openly to 
control” it and sent out orders telling 
the Legislature what it could do. 

It strikes us that this comes rather late 
to do any good to the party record in the 
Legislature or to the people of the State. 
If Mr. MILLER had any influence with his 
party, why was he not heard from dur- 
ing the session, so that the men who were 
really “independent” but “ compelled by 
fear” to do PLatrr’s bidding might know 
that they would have his powerful sup- 
port?

ERTS GS IOS AES ET 
MR, CARNEGIE AND MR, ROBERTS 
ON TARIFF AND CURRENCY, 

The followers of MCKINLEY assert that 
the reduction of the tariff from an aver- 
age ad valorem rate of 48.66 per cent. to 
an average rate of 41.75 per cent, has 
been the cause of all the industrial and 
commercial depression of the last three 
years—although the panic began more 
than a year before the tariff change was 
made—and that the “ one thing needful,” 
the only remedy which will make the 
whole Nation prosperous and happy, is 
the restoration of the McKinley tariff 
duties. Some of them know better; many 
do not. Their leaders say that if the 
tariff shall be revised “‘ the currency will 
take care of itself,” even if it shall be 
possible to procure tariff revision only 
by undermining the gold standard. 

There have recently been given to the 
public weighty expressions of opinion 
concerning the tariff and the currency by 
two prominent Republicans, Mr. GEORGE 
B. ROBERTs and Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIB, 
both residents of Pennsylvania, one, as 
the President of.the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, giving “‘employment to 
more labor,” Mr. CARNEGIA says, “‘ than 
any other man in the country,” and the 
other standing at the head of the greatest 
iron and steel manufacturing company in 
America. Both say the tariff ‘can 
wait,” and that a prompt settlement of 
the currency question by a conclusive 
declaration for the maintenance of the 
gold standard is a matter of the very 
highest importance. President RoBERTs 
says: 

“The great need of the business world 
just now is a sound currency system. I 
cannot emphasize the importance of this 
statement too much. We must get a sound- 
money basis as soon as possible. Business 
lags, commerce drags—in short, everything 
seems almost at a standstill, There is a 
marvelous unrest in the country which is 
reflected’ in every branch of business, The 
free-silver cry shatters confidence and 
credit at home and abroad, and paralyzes 
all prospects of a revival of trade. 

“ The first thing necessary for the Nation 
is a sound money system. Let the great 
political conventions say honestly and 
plainly that they indorse the gold standard, 
and then the first step will have been taken 
toward a turn of the tide. We should be 
the most prosperous country on the globe 
to-day were it not for the feeling of uncer- 
tainty in foreign circles as to what we will 
do. Sound money is at the bottom of bupi- 
ness. It is the pivot on which prosperity 
turns. 

“Protection can wait—and wait a long 
while, too. Whether or not the Wilson bill 
is bad, and whether or not the McKinley 
bill is good, the business world does not 
want to see the tariff question opened up 
again for years. We want less tariff and 
more rest.”’ 


We take the following from an author- 
ized interview with Mr. CARNEGIE, pro- 
cured and published by The Iron Age: 

“ The one thing needful, and there is only 
one, is to settle the question at home and 
for the world abroad that we are to tread the 
path of honor and of good policy; that is, 
that the dollar of the Republic shall mean 
$1 in gold, worth its face in any part of the 
world. 

“ Q.—How is this to be done? 

*“ A.—By subordinating all other issues to 
that. 

“Q.—Do you attribute the great depres- 
sions and panics that have occurred in the 
last few years to the agitation for a re- 
duction in the standard of value? 

“A —I do. All other causes combined 
have not affected the country to the extent 
that this has. It is fundamental; nothing 
is settled unless this is settled, and no gen- 
uine prosperity is possible. Capital at home, 
‘equally with capital abroad, has become 
alarmed. It has run into its hole, and will 
not come forth to embark in entérprises 
which create prosperity until it is settled 
that the American people borrowing $1 in 
gold will return $1, and not seek to defraud 
its creditor by returning a dollar worth only 
50 cents. 

“Q.—What about the tariff? 

“ A.—Well, I agree with GrorGE: B. Ros- 
ERTs, President of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, who is a typical man of affairs of this 
country, and, indeed, of the world, since he 
is at the head of the largest organization 
and gives employment to more labor than 
any other man. I agree with him when he 
says that the tariff can wait.” 

Referring to the condition of the iron 
trade, Mr. CARNEGIE went on to say: 

“‘ There hag been something like paralysis 
in the last two months. Capital, the root 
of all enterprise, is alarmed. Every condi- 
tion but one favors prosperity, and that one 
is the jicilous agitation for a lower 
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years; the only obstaele to the return of 
prosperity, genuine permanent nrosperity, 
is this question of standard of value.” 

Do not our Republican contemporaries 
who are shouting for McKINLEY and a 
new tariff and abusing all who point to 
McKINLEy’s silver record think that the 
opinions of these gentlemen deserve at- 
tention and command_respect? If so, 
why have they refrained from publishing 
and commenting upon them? Is it be- 
cause Mr. RoBeRTs says “ the tariff ques- 
tion” ought not to be “opened up again 
for years” and because Mr. CARNEGIE, 
who knows something about tariffs, up- 
sets the McKinley structure of misrepre- 
sentation, false argument, and dishonest 
appeal to ignorant partisan prejudice by 
pointing out the real cause of our panic 
and of the depression following it?

WHAT, AGAIN? 

It is an old, old story, that of the 
Yankee’s reply to the blustering Briton. 
Some international dispute was the sub- 
ject of conversation and the Englishman 
observed that if Uncle Sam didn’t behave 
himself John Bull would have to come 
over and whip him. “ What, again?” 

The Republicans of New-York, it ap- 
pears, are about to down Tom P.LatT 
again. They are incited to this enter- 
prise by Major McKINLEyY’s manager in 
chief, Mr. MaRK HANNA, whose news- 
paper, The Cleveland Leader, prints an 
article on PLATT under the warlike title 
of “Kick Him Out.” The reasoning of 
the article is that the McKinley canvass 
would not be safe in PLatr’s hands un- 
less he was placated with a “ promise of 
patronage,” something the high-minded 
Major would never consent to. The man- 
agement of the canvass must be in the 
hands of McKINLEY’s friends. As a pre- 
liminary, PLATT must be kicked out. 

This is not the first time. For about 
ten years now, and usually in the Spring- 
time, the hostiles-have been summoned 
for this annual ceremony. The kicking 
out has commonly begun in Buffalo in 
the columns of Mr. MaTTHEWs’s able pa- 
per, The Express. Thence it has spread 
throughout the State, the southern tier 
excepted. Among the country weeklies 
in and about Herkimer the excitement 
and din are always prodigious; while the 
anti-Platt Republicans of this city grow 
more and more aggressive and outspoken 
as the Summer advances. 

But in the season of the yellowing leaf, 
the nightly meeting, the flaring torch, 
and the transparency,,long Republican 
processions march down Fifth Avenue.

THE CORONATION. 


“The Russian,” Mr, RupyarRD KIPLING 
observes, “is a very good fellow until he 
tucks in his shirt.”” The eminent ethnol- 
ogist proceeds to explain this dictum by 
saying that the Russian is really an Asi- 
atic, and that when he comes to consid- 
‘ering himself or to being considered a 
European he is put in a false position. 

These considerations naturally recur to 
the reader of the reports of the Czar’s 
coronation. The spectacle that was pre- 
sented in the cathedral of Moscow on 
Tuesday was entirely foreign to modern 
and European ways of thinking. It was 
alike “out of place” and out of time in 
the modern world, being a reminder of 
the timgs and places in which 
“The gorgeous East, with richest hand, 
Showers on her Kings barbaric pearl and 

gold.”’ 

It was not the inappropriateness, how- 
ever, but the appropriateness, of the 
spectacle which is calculated to arouse 
these reflections. In Austria, in Ger- 
many, in England, a coronation would be 
much the same sort of performance that 
it is in Russia, but there a part of the 
interest, a part of the impressiveness of 
the spectacle would lie in the very in- 
congruity of it with the circumstances 
by which it is surrounded. The Arch- 
bishop ‘of Canterbury handing over the 
crown, as within a few years in the 
course of nature he must do, to a new 
sovereign of England would not present 
any more the aspect of a man of this 
world and of the nineteenth century than 
did the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg in 
delivering to the Great White Czar a like 
symbol of dominion. But in the former 
case everybody would understand that 
the Archbishop and the sovereign were 
playing their parts in a masquerade. 
Everybody would understand that the 
ceremony was a survival of a far differ- 
ent state of things and had very little to 
do with the actual government of Eng- 
land. That government is administered 
by an assembly of some six hundred and 
odd persons, who go about in modern 
clothes and read the newspapers and deal 
in stocks and represent, as nearly as 
they can manage it, the sentiments of 
the people of the United Kingdom, or at 
least of the United Kingdom with the 
omission of Ireland. The quaint and 
gorgeous ceremonial of the coronation 
comes down from‘a time when the peo- 
ple of England were in the same condl- 
tion in which the people of Russia still 
are, when the King really believed him- 
self to be, not a figurehead, but “the 
Lord’s anointed,” a ruler by divine right, 
and when the people loved to have it sv. 
Such a spectacle is im pressive by dint of 
the historical reminiscences which it 
evokes, of the lesson of the continuity of 
history which it inculcates, of the felicity 
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which it attests of the people who are 
| able thus to blend their present and thelr 
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present, becomes a new source of im- 
pressiveness when it is considered es part 
of a historical deyelopment. 

In this country we have been forced to 
break away from guch impressive tradi- 
tions, so far as any ocular presentment 
of them is concerned. Our political his- 
tory begins with the Fourth of July, a 
hundred and twenty years ago. That 
our public ceremonies do not date fur- 
ther back than that is in a manner a 
National privation. A great English 
writer, commenting upon a project that 
appealed to his sympathies, said that if 
it were put into practice, the British Isl- 
ands would be, in respect of its subject 
matter, on a par with America, ‘‘and we 
should have, besides, so many traditions 
and mementos of priceless things which 
America has had to cast away.” A 
hundred years ago the French broke with 
their past and reduced themselves, so far 
as external symbols go, to an American 
baseness, and to much more than an 
American baseness as far as the things 
symbolized go, for no doubt our tradi- 
tions of government and of law are much 
more deeply and inveterately rooted than 
those of France. That France should 
have broken with her past at the Revo- 
lution is a source of regret to the most 
thoughtful Frenchmen, and it is the de- | 
fect which the most philosophic of mod- | 
ern French historians recurs to and em- 
phasizes at the end of his most important 
work. Doubtless that nation is to be en- 
vied which, in modernizing itself, has re- 
tained the symbols and reminders of an 
older order of things. ; 

Great Britain possesses this enviable 
distinction. No other nation has been so 
fortunate as to belong politically at -once 
to the present and to the past, to have 
reached the most modern stage of polit- 
ical development without sacrificing any- 
thing of its historical institutions. The 
Kingdom of Italy, like the Republic of 
France, is a creation of yesterday, found- 
ed upon the will of the people, but with 
no roots in history. Spain and Germany 
and Austria are countries of cn incom- 
plete political development—are, in differ- 
ent degrees, political survivals. The Em- 
peror of Germany, though his empire is 
younger than the Kingdom of Italy and 
coeval with the Republic of France, is 
able, as we have so often seen, to take 
the mediaeval view of himself and his 
functions and to regard himself, not as 
a political convenience, but as ‘the 
Lord’s anointed.” But he cannot get his 
lieges to share this view. In no country 
in which popular education is diffused is 
such a view of the sovereign possible. It 
is still possible in Russia with respect to 
the Great White Czar. The weak young 
maa who crowned himself on Tuesday 
finds many millions of his subjects ready 
to support his belief that he is the ‘Lord’s 
anointed and has a right to dispose of 
them according to his own good pleasure 
and to accept his coronation, not as an 
interesting historical pageant, but as an 
important political fact. To say this is 
to say that his empire is not a modern 
nation, that politically Russia is not yet 
European, but still Asiatic. 
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THEY ALL ASK FOR MORE TARIFF. 


\The manufacturers of bolts and nuts, 
following the example of the nailmakers 
and manufacturers of shovels and the 
combined producers in several other 
branches of the highly protected iron and 
steel industry, have formed a combina- 
tion, the first effect of the movement be- 
ing an increase of prices by 50 per cent. 
The news was first published in a dis- 
patch from Anderson, Ind., saying, on the 
7th inst.: 


“ The formation of a Trust by all the for- 
ty-three bolt manufacturers of the United 
States, with the exception of The Anderson 
Iron and Bolt Company of this city, was 
effected yesterday. lt will go into effect at 
once.” 


The organization does not appear to 
have been completed until a few days 
later. Press dispatches from Boston, 
published by the newspapers generally 
(The New-York Tribune and other high- 
tariff organs included) on the 14th inst., 
announced “the successful consumma- 
tion’”’ of the combined manufacturers’ 
plans and the increase of 50 per cent. 
in prices. ‘‘ Whether there will be a fur- 
ther advance or not cannot be told,” said 
these dispatches, ‘‘ as the prices are to be 
made from month to month.” 

We now learn that the scheme was per- 
fected under the direction of the Commis- 
sioner of the Nail Pool, a combination 
which has increased the base price of 
wire nails at the mills by 200 per cent., 
and that of cut nails by 228 per cent., 
since May last, the advance having been 
from 85 cents per keg to $2.55 in the first 
case and from 70 centg to $2.30 in the 
second. This is the combination which 
exports more than 20,000,000 pounds of 
nails per annum and sells to the for- 
eigner for a price less by $1 per keg than 
that which the American buyer is com- 
pelled to pay. Referring to this outra- 
geous increase of the price of nails, a re- 
port published in Boston, where the Com- 
missioner’s Office is situated, says: 

“The profit to the manufacturers is now 
from $1.20 to $1.50 per keg. The Bolt and 
Nut Pool will operate in the same manner, 
and it is understood that the Commission- 
er receives 1 cent a keg on the 8,100,000 
kegs of nails manufactured annually, and 
a similar percentage on the bolts manu- 
factured. As the price is to be made from 
month to month, manufacturers are cau- 
tioned against selling to any dealer more 
than one month’s supply./’ ' 

The nailmakers, the boltmakers, the 
manufacturers of steel rails, and all the 
other combined manufacturers in the iron 
and steel industry who are compelling the 
people of this country to pay outrageous 
ring prices while they sell to foreigners 
at a great reduction and prove by their 
export trade that they need no‘tartff du- 
ties whatever to protect them against the 
competition of foreign goods here at 
home, are shouting for McKInLgey and 
eagerly looking forward to the time when 
the Republican Party shall increase the 
tariff duties which they now use as in-

er rates, in order that they may be able 
to exact even higher prices from con- 
sumers in the United States. The Re- 
publican Party in Congress voted a few 
weeks ago to increase their tariff duties 
by 15 per cent. and promised to give more 
in 1897 or 1898.

NO MORE SICILIAN ORANGES, 


The Crop tor This Season Exhausted= 
Increased Price for Italian Fruit. 


There will be no more shipments of ore 
anges from Messina, Catania,. and Pa- 
lermo, Sicily, this season, as the crop is 
nearly exhausted, and the few thousand 
boxes that still remain in that country 
have been contracted for by German buy- 
ers. 

This informatic.. reached this market by 
cable from Palermo, Sicily, yesterday, and 
created some excitement among the fruit 
dealers in Washington Market. Many deal- 
ers said that tae fruit exchanges through- 
out California that control the bulk of the 
orange groves in that State circulated mis- 


leading information regarding the large 
crop of California oranges, and in conse=- 
quence they looked for low prices for May. 
Other dealers, however, said that prior to 
the cold wave in January, which plaved 
havoc With the California crop of oranges, 
the exchanges were accurate in their re- 
ports. owever this may be, last month 
the shipments from California décreased 
50 per cent., and in the past week oniy 
one car of Caliiornia oranges reached this 
market. 

The dealers who figured on large ship- 
ments from California purchased sparings 
ly, and when shipments stopped they were 
forced to vie with one another until they 
forced the market up yesterday to $7.12% 
a box, the highest price realized for Rodi 
oranges in twelve years. Now that the 
California orange crop is exhausted and also 
that of Sicily, the only sources of supply 
are Rodi and Sorrento, Italy. From these 
two seaports there have been shipped 12,00u 
boxes of oranges, which is the visible sup- 
ply for the next thirty days. This is the 
smallest shipment of oranges on record 
for this period of the year. 

L. M. Lyons of Lyons Brothers, whole- 
sale fruit dealers at 286 and 288 Washing- 
ton Street, said to a reporter yesterday: 

The advance in the orange market is no surt- 
prise to me. I paid yesterday at public auction for 
Florida Rodi oranges $7.12%4 a box, and I resold 
them within 80 minutes to Mr. Hobert of Paterson, 
N. J., for $10 a box. At the sale yesterday 
Louis Contencin & Son, W. H. Westervelt & Co., 
and Hirzel & Co. sol@ 20,000 boxes of Rodi ors 
anges. The total sale amounted to $90,000. 

M. A. Elias, a leading fruit broker. at 277 
Broadway, said that he had orders from 
the West for 1,200 boxes of oranges, but 
he could only bill one car, as he could not 
secure the fruit,

PONGRATULATIONS OF ALL NATIONS 
PRESENTED TO HIM, 


Phe Palace of the Kremlin Filled 
with Representatives from All 
over the World—The Czar and the 


Czarina Receive Them in the 


Throne Room—Deputations from 
All the Churches to be Honored 


on Other Days. 


Moscow, May 27.—Emperor Nicholas I. 
end his consort to-day received the con- 
gratulations of foreign representatives, the 
Christian clergy, the Ministers of State, 
the Council of the Empire, the Senate, the 
representatives of the nobility, the Secre- 
taries of State, the representatives of the 
Duchy of Finland, committees of the 
Bourse and Chamber of Commerce, and the 
municipal and provincial delegates. 

The reception took place in the Hall of St. 
Andrew, in the Palace of the Kremlin, 
which is also known as the Throne Room. 
This room, which had been renovated |for 
the coronation fétes, presented a briiliant 
gppearance. Its walls: were hung with 
jight blue silk, while numerous gold plates, 
pfferings from various cities in Russia to 
previous Emperors, adorned them, The 
hall, which contains the Emperor’s throne 
At one end, is about 150 feet long, by haif 


that width, and has a high unsupported, 


roof. 

At about 10:30 o’clock this morning the 
various halls and rooms of the palace were 
thronged with those who had come to ren- 
fer homage to the newly crowned Czar, as 
well as representatives of foreign nations, 
who were charged with the congratulations 
of their sovereigns. Masters of ceremonies, 
with their aides, were busily employed in 
stationing and instructing the different dele- 
gations, and hurrying hither and thither to 
greet new arrivals. 

By 11:30 o’clock the Hall of St. Andrew 
Hself was crowded with deputations, ar- 
ranged in regular order, and in a few mo- 
ments the gilded doors'swung open and the 
Emperor and Empress «ppeared, vith their 
suites, and took their positions, standing in 
front of the throne. The Emperor was 
dressed in General’s uniform, the Empress 
in Russian gala costume. At their right 
were the regalia, on a table, and the im- 
serial standard, guarded by two grenadiers. 

heir suite stood at their left, flanked by 
a company of grenadiers of the palace on 
guard. Immediately the long line of depu- 
ties, two by two, came filing up, attended 
by masters of ceremonies, wiio introduced 
each deputation.

THE BELLIGERENCY OF CUBA, 


Nothing More Likely to be Done On 
the Morgan Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Morgan joint 
resolution recognizing the belligerency of 
the Cuban insurgents was discussed in the 
Benate Committee on Foreign Relations 
this morning, but no action was taken. It 
is generally believed that the committee 
will not take further action on the Cuban 
question unless something occurs on the 
island to give an entirely new coloring to 
the whole situation. Practically, then, it 
may be said, that under ordinary condi- 
tions no further action will be recommended 
by the committee, and Mr. Morgan will be 
unable to secure a favorable report on his 
joint resolution. 

The majority of the commiitee appears to 
believe the State Department is progress- 
ing as satisfactorily as can be expected un- 
der the circumstances, and that any inter- 
ference by the legislative branch will only 
retard and delay such action as may have 
been planned by the Secretary of State. To 
do more than has been done would be, as 
one member of the committee expressed it, 
too much like nagging. The opinion was 
expressed by a prominent member of the 
committee this afternoon that the Cuban 
cause would not suffer if it were left alone 
until the next session, for by that time the 
programme of the Administration would 
certainly have been developed to indicate 
to Congress what it is. Congress is now 
in the dark, but this Senator thinks that 
a reasonable time should be given in which 
to permit the Administration to act on Its 
own lines; if it does not act at all, or if 
American interests are permitted to suffer, 
then, he thinks, there will be time enough 
Sr Congress to take harsher steps. 

For these reasons it is predicted by some 
Benators that nothing more will be dons 
by this Congress in the absence of any- 
thing unusual occurring on the Island of 
Cuba. : 





CUBAN CIGARMAKERS PROTEST. 


Object to the Modification of Gen. 
Weyler’s Tobacco Edict. 


HAVANA, May 27.—A delegation of cigar 
manufacturers and representatives of kin- 
fred industries called upon Captain Gen- 
eral Weyler to-day and laid before him an 
exact statement of the situation in which 
they were placed. If, they declared, the 
concession granted by Spain’‘in favor of 
contracts made before the issuance of 
Gen. Weyler’s edict prohibiting the expor- 
tation of cigars and tobacco were carried 
out, they would be obliged to close up their 
factories. 

Gen. Weyler promised to inform the home 
Government of their representations, and 
said that he should petition to the Govern- 
ment favorably to the manufacturers. 

It is reported that during the fight in the 
Hills of Descanso between the Govern- 
ment troops, under Gen. Suarez Valdes, and 
the rebels, under Maceo and Diaz, on Mon- 
day, the insurgents carried 130 wounded off 
the field. 

Gen. Serrano reports having met a force 
of 500 rebels, under the insurgent leader 
Carillo, near San Cristobal, and routing 
them, with a loss of 30 killed and wounded.

MADRID, May 27.—A dispatch to The Im- 
parcial from Havana says that Col. Mon- 
cada, with a force of Spanish troops, has 
defeated a band of insurgents 2,000 strong 
under command of the leader Aguirre. The 
engagement took place near San Blas, and, 
the dispatch says, resulted.in a severe loss 
to the rebels. 


No News of the Three Friends. 


Kry West, May 27.—The report of the 
Three Friends, which is bound from Jack- 
sonville to Cuba on a filibustering expedi- 
tion, being sunk in an attempt to escape 


from the revenue cutter Winona, is errone- 
ous. The Winona returned to this port at 
1:30 o’clock to-day. and reports going as 
far as Knight’s Key, and that the Three 
Friends was not seen by it.

WOODRUFF HAS A QUARREL. 


and Contractor Cody Tumble 
Things About His Office. 


He 


Park Commissioner Woodruff and Con- 
tractor James Cody of Cody Brothers had a 
quarrel in the Litchfield mansion, in Pros- 
pect Park, Brooklyn, yesterday, over the 
award of a contract for the macadamizing 
of Glenmore Avenue. 

The bids were opened on Monday, and it 
was found that the Cody Brothers’ bid was 
the lowest, but since then Commissioner 
Woodruff has thrown out that bid, on 
the ground that the Codys have not proper 
facilities to perform the work. The next 
lowest bidder is Thomas Byrne, whose fig- 
ure for the work is $42,089. ' 

When the Codys heard of Commissioner 
Woodrufi’s action they became furious, 
and James Cody went to the Park Commis- 
sioner’s office and demanded to know why 
their bid had been thrown out. He was toid 
that they did not have the equipment to 
carry on the work, and that the Commis- 
sioner had the right to reject all bids if he 
were so disposed, in the interest of the city. 

“Will you be here an hour longer?” 
asked Mr. Cody. 

“I will be here all afternoon,” said the 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Cody left the office, and, hastening 
to the Wallabout Bank, obtained a certi- 
fied check for $30,000, armed with which 
he returned to Mr. Woodruff’s office and 
laid it on the desk under Mr. Woodruft’s 
eyes. 

“There,” said Mr. Cody, “that shows 
whether we are able to perform our work. 
If we do not do the work satisfactorily we 
are willing to forfeit this check.” 

Commissioner Woodruff said it was use- 
less to talk about the matter any further, 
as the bid had been rejected and he did 
not intend to change his action. 

What happened then is a question. Mr. 
Cody says the Commissioner started in to 
“do him up,” and the two men were soon 
jumping around the floor, to be at last 
separated by several clerks who had been 
attracted by the noise. Mr. Cody said 
that during the fight desks and chairs 
were overturned. 

The Commissioner said he had treated 
Mr. Cody -with the greatest respect, and 
from the first did not lose his head, but 
that he did all in his power to make Mr. 
Cody understand that the matter had been 
decided, and that it was too late to re- 
consider the bid. 

Mr. Cody said he had a ten-ton steam 
rolier, forty teams, and all the other equip- 
ments necessary for performing his con- 
tract. He said he had put down the best 
macadamized road in the State. He sub- 
sequently saw Mr. Brandt, a lawyer, who 
will begin proceedings in the Supreme Court 
to-day to compel the Park Commissioners 
to give the contract to Mr. Cody. 





ROUNDSMAN REDNER’S TRIAL. 


Testimony 2s to His Alleged Black- 
mailing of Mrs, Emma Bachman. 


The trial of Roundsman Daniel Redner 
on a charge of attempting to blackmail 
Mrs. Emma Bachman of 230 East Ninth 
Street last December was continued yes- 
terday before Judge Newburger in Part 
III. of General Sessions Court. All women 
except witnesses were excluded from the 
court. 

Mrs. Bachman’s husband was arrested 
for keeqing an alleged disorderly house, 
and it is charged that Redner demanded 
$500 from Mrs. Bachman so as_to get her 
husband out of his trouble She gave him 
$190 in marked money, it is said, and he 
was arrested with it in his possession. 

Mrs. Bachman told the story of the 
alleged bribery Tuesday. Her cross-exami- 
nation was continued today, but nothing 
new was brought out. 

Superintendent Dennett of the Parkhurst 
Seciety testified in corroberation of Mrs. 
Bachman’s story, and said he marked the 
money given to Redner. He said that he is 
an expert whist piayer, and has played 
with Mr. and Mrs Bachman. He is study- 
ing law, and expects to be admitted to the 
New-York bar some day. He has leased 
his hotel in New-Hampshire, which is 
valued at $10,000. He said he would sell 
any of his property, even his traveling 
bag, if he could get enough money for it. 

Police Sergeant John McKirvey testified 
that he saw Redner receive the marked 
money, and arrested him. Redner told him 
after the arrest that that was what he 
got for being ‘‘a good fellow”? He said 
there were others in the scheme, and he 
was to meet them at the Bowery and 
Prince Street that night. McKirvey said 
he had been made a Sergeant since the ar- 
rest. 

The trial will continue to-day. 
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PUBLIC SCHOOL CLOSED. 


Cases of Diphtheria Reported in the 
Neighborhood. 


Public School No. 47, 36 East Twelfth 
Street, has been closed all this week by 
order of the Board of Health, ‘and the 
chances are that it will not be opened 
again until’ Monday. The action of the 
Health Department was due to cases of 
diphtheria reported in the neighborhood. 

Dr. Charles S. Benedict, Chief of the 
Bureau of Contagious Diseases of the 
Health Department, yesterday refused to 
make any statement about the matter. 

J. A. Hardenbergh, who is one of the 
School Trustees of the Eleventh Ward, in 
which the school is situated, and who lives 
at 18 East Twelfth Street, not far from 
the school, said last night to a reporter for 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES: 

“The first that I knew of the closing of 
the school was an order received last Fri- 
day from President Maclay of the Board 
of Education, announcing that the school 
would be closed until further notice. It 
was at first supposed that a gang of men 
would be put at work disinfecting the 
building Saturday, so that school would 
reopen last Monday. 

* Work was put off from day to day, so 
that I do not think the men got into the 
building until yesterday. Now they say it 
will be reopened Friday, but I do not think 
it will be. 

“Tt is understood that there are several 
cases of diphtheria in the neighborhood, 
but I don’t know where they are. The 
building is in a good sanitary condition, I 
believe.”

MONTPELIER, Vt., May 27.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention to-day emphasized 
its objection to the free-silver idea, de- 
clared for a gold standard, indorsed the 


Administration of President Cleveland, and 
nominated a full State ticket. The platform 
is as follows: 


The Democrats of Vermont, in convention as- 
sembled, heartily commend and approve the able, 
patriotic, and the statesmanlike administration of 
Grover Cleveland. We are especially grateful 
for his brave and timely Venezuelan message, 
giving the historic Monroe doctrine assured stand- 
ing in the civilized world, and the vast benefi- 
cence to mankind in the formation of arbitration 
principles. 

We extend thanks to Secretary Carlisle for his 
conscientious and efficient management of the 
Treasury Department. 

We sympathize with the brave Cubans strug- 
gling for independence and extend to them 
kindly words of encouragement and hope for 
their success. 

We demand the maintenance of a gold stand- 
ard of value as being in the true interests of all 
our people, especially those obliged to labor for 
what they receive, and we are opposed to free 
coinage of silver, except by international agree- 
ment, 

We are opposed to the Republican theory and 
methods of a protective tariff as being a crim- 
inal misapplication of the taxing power of the 
Nation, producing monopoly, corruption, and busi- 
ness stagnation. We, therefore, demand tariff 
legislation for the constjtutional purpose of pro- 
viding revenues for the Government, not for the 
fostering of trusts, keeping always in mind that 
unnecessary interference with business interests 
be avoided. 

We denounce the Republican Party for its 
fostering of that secret and un-American organ- 
ization, the A. P. A., whose methods are as 
cowardly as its motives are despicable, and we 
are proud of the fact that not one Democratic 
candidate ever has received its indorsement. 


Other planks oppose prohibition and ac- 
cuse the Republican Party of placing such 
a law on the statutes and afterward failing 


to sustain it, though in possession of every 
executive and judicial office in the State. 

Monahan of Underhill moved to sub- 
stitute a free-coinage substitute for the 
gold plank in the platform. He was hissed, 
but was allowed to continue. This was the 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the Democrats of Vermont, in 
convention assembled, demand the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver and gold into money of 
redemption at a ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting 
for the approval of any other Governinent, 


The resolution was voted down, only about 
half a dozen delegates recording themselves 
in its favor. The platform was then adopted 
by consent. 

Felix W. McGettrick was Chairman of the 
convention. In his address he said: 

The wily McKinley and the protectionists who 
huve been making us pay double value for the 
necessaries of life will unquestionably be joined 
by the lawless adventurers of the West, who 
propose to make us pay two dollars of our hard- 
earned good money tor a dollar’s worth of their 
silver product, and thus to so debase our cur- 
rency—the lifeblood of our Nation—as to demor- 
alize trade and bring us into financial discredit 
with the rest of the worid. 

While by no means designing or attempting to 
anticipate or forestall any declaration of princi- 
ples that this convention may hate under con- 
sideration, 1 believe that we are here to voice 
the protest of an honest, patriotic constituency 
against McKinley taxation and free-silver coinage 
and to demand a continuation of such a public 
service as we have enjoyed under two Administra- 
tions under Grover cleveland. We are not here 
to advocate a third term ior that great states- 
man and loyal American, nor yet to declare for 
his former Secretary of the Navy-—that other 
clean, brainy, brilliant son of the Empire State, 
William C. Whitney—as our choice for the Presi- 
dency; nor, even as New-Englanders, are we 
here for the sole purpose of advancing the 
candidacy of Massachusetts’s favorite son and 
ideal Governor, William B. Russell. 

While any of these or scores of others would 
satisfy us, we are’not here for the selection of a 
Presidential candidate, but we are here to testify 
to our adherence to Democratic principles of 
sound money, fair, equal taxation, a firm but 
honorable foreign policy, honesty, simplicity, 
economy, and efficiency in public affairs and for 
the selection of delegates to whom we commit 
the duty of aiding in the choice of a candidate 
at our National Convention, who will be elected, 
and in whose hands the care of these principles 
may be safely reposed. 

Mr. McGettrick’s references to Cleveland 
and Russell were loudly applauded. The 
demonstration at the mention of the lat- 
ter’s name lasted several minutes. 

Dr. J. Henry Jackson of Barre was made 
the candidate for Governor; Ralph Sher- 
wood of St. Albans, for Lieutenant Gover- 
nor; James H. Williams of Bellows Falls, 
for State Treasurer; William W. Ryder of 
Bristol, for Secretary of State, and E, T. 
Seaver of North Troy, for Auditor. 

The delegates at large chosen were 
Thomas W. Brown of Rutland, Willis Val- 
entine of Bennington, 8S. C. Shurtleff of 
Montpelier, and P. J. Farrell of Newport. 
The delegates were not instructed. 

At the First Congressional District Con- 
vention to-day, Michael Giff of St. Albans 
and John W. McGeary of Burlington were 
chosen delegates to Chicago. At the Second 
District Convention, Walter Creamer of 
Bethel and W. H. Miner of Brattleborough 
were chosen. 





SOUND-MONEY MEN HOPEFUL. 


A Hard Fight Will Give Them Con- 
trol of the Chicago Convention. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The sound-money 
Democrats are redoubling their activity to 
secure control of the Chicago Convention, in 
the face of silver claims that the contest 
has already been settled in favor of silver. 
Gov. McCreary of Kentucky expressed the 
opinion to-day that his State would declare 
for sound money and instruct the delegates 
to support Secretary Carlisle for President. 
Reports from Kansas indicate that some of 
the largest counties have chosen sound- 
money delegations to the State Convention 
and that sound-money men are chiefly 
talked of for delegates at large. 

The Virginia State Convention, which will 
meet next week, will be for silver in the 
proportion of about 3 to 1, but the sound- 
money delegates will insist on the right of 
the districts to name their own representa- 
tives at Chicago. This always has been 
the custom in Virginia and an attempt to 
adopt the unit rule will result in bad feel- 
ing and probably will not be supported by 
all of the silver delegates. Several districts 
will name sound-money men. 

Strong hopes are entertained that Florida 
will choose a solid sound-money delegation 
of eight, and the heavy vote given to-day in 
the Louisiana Legislature for a sound- 
money Senator leads to the belief that at 
least half the delegates from that State 
will support the single-gold standard at 
Chicago. 

The situation in Indiana appease to be 
less favorable, but it is not clearly under- 
stood here why the silver men have organ- 
ized a separate State Committee. Such an 
organization, in the absence of any unfair- 
ness by the regular committee, would seem 
to destroy the advantage which the silver 
men might derive from the control of the 
regular State Coavention. It is thought 
probable that the new silver committee is 
simply for the purpose of carrying on the 

reliminary canvass, and is not intended to 
Stepute the functions of the regular com- 
mittee or to interfere with the party ma- 
ey in the State under present condi- 
tions, 

The sound-money men now have 332 dele- 
Sere assured from the Northeast, from 

ichfgan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and South 
Dakota, without counting a few scattering 
delegates in silver States. The sound-money 
delegates from Nebraska probably will be 
seated over the silver delegation, which 
represents the majority of the party, raising 
the sound-money strength to 348. The votes 
which it is now hoped can be added to this: 
list are 18 from California, 8 from Florida, 
18 from Kansas, 10 from Louisiana, 16 from 
Kentucky, and 80 from Ohio. It is not the 
intention, of the sound-money men to apply 
the unit ‘rule in either Kentucky or Ohio. 
These additions to the sound-money forces 
make a total of 100, and would bring the 
sound-money men within a very few votes 
of a clear majority. The estimate concedes 
the whole of jana to the silver side. The

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HARRITY LOOKS FOR NO BOLT. 


He Expects a Sound-Money Platform 
for the Democratic Party. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—W. F. Harrity left 
this city this afternoon, soon after a call at 
the White House, where he had a brief 
chat with the President, in which, accord- 
ing to Mr. Harrity’s report, there was no 
political discussion. 

This account does, not fully assure the 
men in Washington who call every meeting 
of two or more men in public life a “ con- 
ference,”’ and insist upon having notes of 
the conversation. Mr. Harrity declares that 
there was never any basis for the state- 
ment attributed to him that the Democratic 
National Committee would settle contests 
at Chicago so as to exclude delegates from 
States threatening to bolt. For himself, 
he says that he expect§ to enter the con- 
vention with a view of abiding by the will 
of the majority. That is a cardinal prin- 
ciple of the Democratic Party which he 
does not expect’'to see abandoned. Neither 
does he look to see superseded the time- 
honored two-thirds rule for nominating 2 
candidate.

“T expect to see a sound-money policy 
win, and I do not look for a bolt,” he 
added.

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EVOLUTIONS AND TARGET PR *~7V1CE 
BY FOUR ORUISERS. 


The New-York, Cincinnati, Raleigh, 
and Montgomery, Under Command 
of Rear Admiral Bunce, Did Sat- 
isfactory Work with Signals and 
Torpedees—An Opportume Fog 
Taken Advantage of for Special 
‘Signaling with the Whistles. 


The white squadron returned to an an- 
chorage off Fompkinsville, S. L., yesterday, 
after forty-eight hours of almost continuous 
drill and manoeuvres at sea. The squad- 
ron consisted of the cruisers New-York, 
the flagship; Cincinnati, Raleigh, and Mont- 


gomery. They were greeted on their return 
by the ram Katahdin and the cruiser New- 
ark, which since her return from. the 
South Atlantic station, has been at the 
navy yard. There were also awaiting the 
fleet a few jack tars who had overstaid 
leave, and were not on hand when the ves- 
sels put to sea Monday morning. 

The work which Rear Admiral Bunce had 
laid out for the fleet was perhaps the most 
rigorous that the men have ever been asked 
to do. The manoeuvring field lies about 
thirty-five miles off Sandy Hook to the 
southeast. The first day was given up to 
Squadron manoeuvres in echelon and in 
line and single and double column by direct 
and rectangular method, and moving in full 
turns and in half turns. The great diffi- 
culty in all of these movements is the pre- 
serving of the specified distance of two 
cable lengths, or 1,200 feet, but the drill 
was very satisfactorily gone through. 

The first night was devoted to signal work 
with the Ardois colored lights, and with 
electric search lights, the purpose being to 
ascertain at how great a distance the sig- 
nals could be used. The flagship according- 
ly anchored, and one of the fleet was sent 
off at slow speed to signal with the colored 
lights in response to the signals from the 
flagship. She went as far as the flagship sig- 
nals could be seen and then anchored. Anoth- 
er vessel was then sent out to give the same 
signals until the limit of vision through a 
marine glass had been reached. Then a 
third ship was dispatched in the same man- 
ner, but this time the search lights were 
used, The distances were measured the 
next day. The first vessel was a little over 
four miles off, the second was_ between 
seven and eight miles, and that which used 
the search-hght signals, relying on the 
naked eye, was thirteen miles away. : 

The fleet manoeuvred back to the drill 
ground ‘Tuesday morning, and came to 
tor target practice, with riflemen and board- 
ers, in volley firing of all divisions, and 
sub-calibre firing of the great guns. for 
the latter practice, tubes are inserted into 
the bores of the big guns, and the 45-cali- 
bre musket cartridges are used. Triangu- 
lar targets were floated at a distance of 
450 yards, and the firing gave an excellent 
score, 

Day signaling was also practiced, and 
included a new signal apparatus, consist- 
ing of sheets of brass roiling up like win- 
dow shades, and worked by wire guys. 
There are four pairs of them, one above 
the other, arranged in a frame on the 
mainmast. One curtain of each pair is 
triangular and painted red. The other is 
square and white. ‘They thus have the 
two elements, combinations of which make 
up the signai code. 

The ships went to fire quarters Tuesday 
night, and on the New-York twelve streams 
were going in three and one-half minutes. 
Four minutes was the maximum of time 
taken in getting the crews to work. 

A fog came up at about 3:30 o’clock P. M. 
Tuesday, and lasted till 8 o'clock P. M. 
The occurrence was immediately taken ad- 
vantage of, and the fleet, cruising slowly 
to the southward, practiced fog signalling 
with the steam whistles. 

The men were beat to general quarters 
at 11 o’clock the same night, and were 
ready for action in four minutes. 

Torpedo practice was the order for yes- 
terday morning. Dummy Whitehead tor- 
pedoes were used, and the target, 450 yards 
distant, consisted of two red flags floated 
on buoys 200 feet apart, representing ap- 
proximately the length of a ship. The 
cruisers steamed past the mark in line, 
each discharging a torpedo, aimed between 
the flags, and each one would have done its 
work had the space been filled by a vessel. 
The New-York then lowered its catamaran, 
to which a ~~ | had been affixed, and tow- 
ing it, steamed by the other vessels,’ each 
of which discharged a torpedo at the cat- 
amaran, and each torpedo came so near 
that had the length of an opposing vessel 
been added to the target none would have 
missed its mark. 

The squadron repeated the fleet man- 
oeuvres while returning to port, and passed 
the Quarantine Station at 3:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Officers and crew were pretty well fa- 
tigued, but the latter had not lost interest 
in the contemplated boat race between the 
men of the New-York and Cincinnati, It 
had been scheduled for yesterday, but was 
necessarily postponed. Boatswain’s Mate 
Able Davis, an East Indian, who has been 
pretty well Americanized by thirty years’ 
service in the American Navy, is coxswain 
of the New-York’s crew. He said the race 
would probably take place between 3 and 
4 o’clock this afternoon. 

Both crews took a spin in their ten- 
oared cutters about the time the sun went 
down last evening. The race is to be 
from Tompkinsville down to the Narrows, 
around Fort Lafayette, and back. It was 
said that $6,000 had been staked on the 
result by the crew of the New-York alone. 
Nearly as much is supposed to have been 
put up on the Cincinnati, and no one knows 
how much the betting aggregates in the 
whole fleets The men are plentifully sup- 
plied with accumulated wages. To-night 
will .probably find a good many of them 
short in pocket and sore of heart, with as 
many more rich and jubilant. 

The North German Lloyd steamship Spree 
steamed up the bay just as the men-of-war 
were striking their colors with the going 
down of the sun. Capt. Meissel of the Ger- 
man liner had evidently descried the naval 
vessels, for as he drew out of Quarantine 
he had his ship dressed. Strings of flags 
reached from the truck of each mast to the 
deck, and the colors were dipped as the 
big steamship drew abreast of the Yankee 
flagship. This graceful \courtesy was duly 
acknowledged by the men-of-war, which 
also dipped their colors,

The four-story brick house at 122 State 
Street, Brooklyn, is at the present time in 
a state of siege.

The house is at present in charge 
of Mrs. Ida B. Welch, who holds the place 


for her son, Thomas B. Welch. The mail 
and groceries are received into the house 
by means of a rope which is lowered at the 
proper time from the second-story window. 

Miss Jane Welch owned the house qontly 
with her brothers, Dr. Durant Welch of 
Albany, and William V. Welch of Troy 
Avenue, Brooklyn. She purchased the in- 
terests of her brothers, and when she diea 
it was found that she had bequeathed the 
house to her grandnephew, Thomas B.

It appears that after Miss Welch died, 
and during the absence of Thomas B.

OBITUARY RECORD. 


The Rev. J. F. Schroeder. 


The Rev. John Frederick Schroeder, who 
died at his home in New-Milford, Conn., 
last Tuesday, was born in this city sixty- 
eight years ago. His grandfather came to 
this country from Germany, and was @ 
prosperous merchant in Baltimore. His 
father, whose name was also the Rev. 
John Frederick Schroeder, was a _  well- 
known Episcopalian clergyman and author, 
and was at one time assistant minister 
of Trinity Church, in this city. He estab- 
lished St. Ann’s Hall, a school for girls, at 
Flushing, L. L, and was also rector of 
the Church of the Crucifixion and St. 
Thomas’s Church, in Brooklyn. 

On his mother’s side, Mr. Schroeder was 
a grandson of Elijah Boardman, one of the 
first United States Senators from the State 
of Connecticut. In the same line he was a 
lineal descendant of Capt. John Mason of 
Pequod war fame, and of Gov. Bradford. 

Mr. Schroeder was graduated from Colum- 
bia College about 1850, and later from the 
General Theological Seminary. He never 
put his theological education to service as 
rector of a parish, and soon after leaving 
the seminary moved to New-Milford, Conn., 
where he lived until the time of his death, 
in the old Boardman mansion. Most of 
his life was devoted to study. He was an 
enthusiastic reader, and gathered a large 
library. His chief recreation was the game 
of chess. 

Mr. Schroeder was never married. His 
nearest living relatives are two sisters, 
Mrs. Mason W. Tyler and Mrs. George 
William Wright, and a brother, Henry 
Schroeder. The funeral services will be 
held to-morrow at New-Milford. 


Gustav Heerbranit. 


Gustav Heerbrandt, who died Tuesday at 
his home, 235 East One Hundred and Nine- 
teenth Street, was well known in German 
circles in this city. He was seventy-seven 
years old, having been born March 14, 1819, 
in Reutlingen, Wiirtemberg. 

For many years Mr. Heerbrandt was edit- 
or of the leading reform paper in Reutlin- 
gen, and was so active and energetic on 
behalf of the revolutionists that in 1849 
he was imprisoned in the Hohen As- 
perg Prison. In 1850 he was. expelled 
from Germany, and he came to America 
with his wife and family. In 1876 he start- 
ed the Heerbrandt Publishing Company, at 
54 Beekman Street, of which he was Presi- 
dent when he died. The company pub- 
lished weekly and yearly the Schwibisches 
Wochenblatt, a paper in the interest of 
Southern Germans in New-York. 

Gustav Heerbrandt was the founder of 
one or two small societies to which Wiir- 
tembergers and Suabians belonged. He 
leaves a wife and two sons, Robert and 
Gustavus. The burial wil! be private.

NO REPLY FROM MB. PLAT 





MR. MILLER’S DECLARATION of 


WAR STILL UNANSWERED, 


Politicians Are Agreed that the Her- 
kimer Man Has Determined to Ask 
No Favors and Give None, and 
that Mr, Platt Will Do His Best 
to Thwart Mr. Miller’s Political 
Ambitions—Phe Attitude of the 
Milhelland Men, 


Mr. Platt made no reply yesterday to the 
remarks of Warner Miller. The Herkimer 
statesman was in the city part of the day 
but said he had nothing further to say. 

As the politicians look at it, Mr. Miller’s 


attack was either “a weak statement which 
did not touch the main point of Mr. Platt’s 
contention that McKinley is not a fit man 
for the Presidency,” or it was “a plain, 
frank, and useful statement calculated to 
set the people of the State to thinking of 
the evils of boss rule.”’

Every one conceded two things, namely, 
that it was a frank declaration of war by

The trial of Mary Alice Almont Fieming 
for the murder of her mother, Evalina M. 
Bliss, was resumed yesterday morning be- 
fore Recorder Goff, in Part II. of General 
Sessions. 

The entire day was taken up with fin- 
ishing the direct examination of Dr. Bull- 
man, the pnysician who attended Mrs. Bliss 
on the day of her death, his cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. Brooke, and the beginning of 
the direct examination of Dr, O'Hanlon, 
the Coroner’s physician, who made the 
autopsy on the body. 

The prosecution finally failed to get in 
Mrs. Bliss’s communication to Dr. Bullman 
of her suspicions of having been poisoned, 
and all testimony of her account ef what 
she had eaten, as told to the doctor, was 
stricken out by direction of the Recorder. 

At the close of Dr. Bullman’s cross-ex- 
amination, Mr. McIntyre, who had mean- 
while consulted with his colleagues, an- 
‘nounced the intention of the prosecution to 
submit Mrs. Bliss’s communication to the 
doctor as a dying declaration at a later 
stage of the case. This was a point gained 
by the defense, as a dying declaration must 
be submitted to peculiar scrutiny before 
being accepted as legal evidence. 

The defense, or, rather, Mr. Brooke, for 
the whole burden fell tried to 
show by the cross-examination of Dr. Bull- 


on him, 


man that the witness had no absolute con- 
viction, while he was attending Mrs. Bliss 
that she was dying from the effects of an 
irritant poison. It also endeavored to show 
that Mrs. Bliss might have died of any one 
of several] ailments, whose symptoms close- 
ly resembled those of irritant poisoning. 

@ The Recorder entered court promptly at 
10:30. The only significant change in the 
arrangement of the persons in court was 
the presence of Rudolph Witthaus, Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry in New-York Universi- 
ty, in a seat beside Charles W. Brooke, sen- 
ior counsel for th defense. Prof. Wit- 
thaus gave Mr. Brooke much assistance in 
putting his technical questions during the 
day 


The Behavior of Mrs. Fleming. 


Mrs. Fleming looked pale and worried as 
she entered the courtroom and took her 
seat, but she soon resumed her usual com- 
posure and indifference of manner. While 
the prelitninary discussion between the Re- 
corder and the officers of the court was 
going on, Mrs. Fleming talked in a low 
tone, but with much animation of man- 
ner, to her half-sister, Plorence Bliss. 
‘throughout the day Mrs. Meming sat 
silent for the most part. The testimony 
was largely of a technical nature, relating 
te Dr. Bullman’s diagnosis of Mrs. Bliss’s 
fatal illness. Mrs. Fleming seemed to have 
the interest of an ordinary court spectator 
in listening to this evidence. Whether nat- 
urally or by studied effort, she makes skill- 
ful use of the narrow veil of crépe mate- 
rial which hangs down behind, suspended 
from her bonnet. Her head is beautifully 
poised, and all the movements of her body 
ure exceedingly supple and graceful, so 
that her veil flutters with every motion in 
a coqguettish fashion. Her meetings and 
partings with her counsel, especially with 
Mr. Brooke, are always made with a good 
deal of warmth, and her face looks much 
more attractive when animated by conver- 
sation than in repose. 

Lr. William F. Bullman was recalled to 
the Stand as the first witness of the day, 
hi. ulrect examination not having been 
an age ioe afternoon, when the

Did Mrs. Bliss tell you anything in re- 
lation to the causes of her illness?” 
«One moment,” interrupted Mr. Brooke. 

The inquiry is now what were Mrs. 
Bliss’s subjective symptoms.” 

“What did she tell you was the cause 
of her illness?’ asked Dr. O’Sullivan 
again. 

Mr. Brooke—I object. 

The Recorder—Objection sustained. 

Dr. O’Sullivan—What was the first ques- 
tion you asked her in relation to the cause 
of her illness? 

Mr. Brooke then said he had no objection 
to the admission of the fact that Mrs 
Bliss had told the doctor that she had 
eaten clam chowder. But he objected 
strenuously to the admission of any of 
Mrs. Bliss’s apprehensions. 

Dr. O'Sullivan replied that the woman 
knew she was poisoned, and said so: that 
the doctor could not have .treated her 
properly without knowing what symptoms 
she felt, and that the question was, there- 
fore, perfectly proper. 

The Recorder said he would not strike 
out any evidence at that moment, but 
would take the maiter under advisement, 
reserving to himself the right to strike out 
all the evidence given by Dr. Bullman in 
reference to Mrs. Bliss’s communications 
if Dr. O’Sullivan went beyond the line of 
conduct which had been indicated to him 
as proper by the Court. 

Dr. Bullman, when the question was put 
to him, again replied that Mrs, Bliss had 
told him: *“‘I have eaten some clam chow- 
jer; I am dying from poison.” 

Mr. Brooke asked that the clause, “I 
= dying from poison,” should be stricken 
yut. 

The Recorder said he would grant Mr. 
Brooke’s motion unless the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney would undertake in a sub- 
sequent part of the trial to prove the 
statement as a dying declaration. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre re- 
fusing to sanction this undertaking, the 
Recorder ordered the clause to be stricken 
out. 

The Recorder then said that it had oc- 
curred io him that in the strictness of.a 
capital trial the question, ‘‘ What had Mrs. 
Bliss eaten?’’ was not proper. 

Mr. Brooke at once jumped to his feet 
ani said: ‘‘I move, your Honor, to strike 
outeall the testimony which refers to what 
Mrs. Bliss had eaten.’ 

“The motion is granted,” said the Re- 
corder. 

Dr. O’Sullivan attempted to put the ques- 
tion in another way, but an objection from 
Mr. Brooke brought out a peremptory in- 
struction frcm the Recorder to the jury to 
pay no attention to Dr. O’Sullivan’s ques- 
tion or to the fact that Mr. Brooke ob- 
jected to a reply to it. 

Dr. O'Sullivan asked the witness some 
questions about the state of Mrs. Bliss’s 
heart, and elicited the information that 
it was nermal. 


Some of Mrs. Bliss’s Symptoms, 


Dr. Bullman said he had asked Mrs. Bliss 
about her previous health. Mr. Brooke ob- 
jected to her reply, as it was only con- 
versation. The Recorder sustained the ob- 
jection. 

Mr. McIntyre pleaded that he wanted 


this answer for his hypothetical question 
for experts.{ The Recorder remained fixed 
in his opinion. 

“You didn’t see her eat clam chowder?” 
asked Dr. O'Sullivan. 

“I object,’”’ said Mr. Brooke. 

, “ Objection sustained,” said the Recorder,

' “YT must have some landmarks about her 
iliness—the beginning and end of it,” said 
Dr. O’Sullivan. Then he asked a question 
containing the word “material.”’ as a 
substitute for clam chowder.

Dr. O'Sullivan, with an ill concealed ef- 
fort to hide his chagrin, asked what med- 
ficul tests Dr. Bullman had made. The 
doctor said he had examined theesecretions 
without finding anything unusual. He 
gathered from his examination and from 
what he had been told that Mrs. Bliss 
was suffering from gastritis. 

Dr. Bullman said that he ordered Mrs. 
Bliss twelve powders made up of bismuth, 
bicarbonate of soda, and morphine. He also 
gave her hypodermic injections of morphine 
g@nd atropine. He visited Mrs. Bliss a séc- 
ond time at 8 o’clock. Her mental condi- 
tion was better—that was, she was calmer 
—but her physical prostration had in- 

: and she seemed to have suffered 


. shock.

“She was extremely nervous, owing to 
her fright and fear and suspicion more 
than to her physical condition.”

Dr. Bullman said that on his second visit 
he found that none of the powders which he 
had ordered had: been taken by Mrs. Bliss. 
At this second visit her feet and hands were 
cold and clammy, her heart was feeble, and 
she had all the evidences of a great shock. 
He found that the symptoms pointed to- 
ward the presence of an irritant poison, ard 
his treatment from this time on was direct- 
ed to sustaining life. 

“ Did you notice anything wrong with the 
eyes?’”’ asked Dr. O'Sullivan. 

“They shrank from the light,’’ was Dr. 
Bullman’s reply. 

“What did you prescribe for her on 
your second visit?”’ 

“JT gave her whisky, digitalis, and some 
powders to restore the circulation.” 

The third time Dr. Bullman called, Mrs. 
Bliss was dead. He said that he went per- 
sonally for the undertaker and rerurned 
with him, giving him some instructions 
about the body. 

Mr. O'Sullivan tried to get the instruc- 
tions which Dr. Bullman gave Lefore the 
jury, but Mr. Brooke objected to every at- 
tempt, and the Recorder sustained bir in 
each case. 

The undertaker and himself, Dr. Bullman 
said, locked the door of the room where 
the body lay, and saw that the windows 
were bolted. By Dr. Bullman’s direction, 
the undertaker took charge of a piece of 
lemon pie and some bottles of medicine. 
The body was not embalmed. 


Dr, Bullman Cross-Examined, 


Dr. Bullman was present at the autopsy. 
His attention was attracted by the condi- 
tion of the stomach, which was highly con- 
gested and inflamed, indicating the effect 


of an irritant poison. He said that arsenic 
would have caused death in that manner. 

Dr. O'Sullivan asked the witness if he 
had been at autopsies where the cause of 
death was by an irritant poison to a cer- 
tainty. Dr. Bullman said that he had, and 
that he was competent to tell the cause of 
death in Mrs. Bliss’s case. This cause was 
ga due to an irritant poison, he de- 
cisred. \ ¥ 

Mr. Brooke began the cross-examination 
of Dr. Bullman about noon. 

Q.—Doctor, when did you say you graduated? 
A.—1891, in the University of New-York. 

Q.—How long had you been practicing? A.— 

y rs. 
ee long had you been located there? A.— 
Since 1893. 

Q.—Tell 
gastritis you 
to see Mrs. Bliss.

The doctor fenced with this question, say- 
ing that such cases were very fre- 
quent in Summer. Mr. Brooke asked him 
if he had ever seen a hundred. Then he 
asked him if he had ever personally at- 
tended ten casés of acute gastritis, The 
doctor gave no direct answer. 

Mr. Brooke read a passage from Osler’s 
Practice of Medicine, showing that acute 
gastritis occurred at all ages and at all 
times, from too much or too little food, 
from alcohol, from foods which have begun 
to ferment, and at the outset of many of 
the infectious fevers. He asked Dr. Bull- 
man was that a good account of gastritis. 

Dr. O'Sullivan objected on the ground 
that Mr. Brooke was confounding acute 
gastritis with gastric catarrh. 

Mr. Brooke denied this charge, and of- 
ferred Dr, O’Sullivan the book to prove 
what he said. Dr. O'Sullivan refused to 
take the book, but repeated his charge. 

Mr. Brooke resumed his reading of the 
eccount of acute gastritis, and gave, among 
others, the symptoms which appeared in 
the case of Mrs. Bliss when Dr, Bullman 
was first called in to see her. He asked 
Dr. Bullman if he recognized the symptoms 
read as similar to those which he found in 
Mrs. Bliss. 

The witness fenced ‘with this question, 
and Mr. Brooke finally asked him specifi- 
cally if vomiting, eructations, and clammi- 
ness of extremities were present. 

Dr. Bullman, forced by the Recorder, at 
last said they were. 

“Was there an increase of saliva?” 

**Not in Mrs. Bliss’s mouth, but there 
was saliva in the basin.” 

Mr. Brooke read one symptom of acute 
gastritis after another out of the text-book 
and forced Dr. Bullman to answer each 
question in the affirmative. 

Dr. Bullman ‘said the first time he saw 
Mrs. Bliss her temperature was normal, 
and the second time that it was below the 
normal, 

Mr. Brooke asked him how many cases 
of patients’ temperature he remembered in 
August, 1895. 

*“But I copied out Mrs. Bliss’s case next 
day,”’ said the witness. 

** Let me see it,” said Mr. Brooke. 
The witness handed it over, and Mr. 
Brooke had it marked in evidence in spite 
of Dr. O’Sullivans protest. 
“How many times, to return to our orig- 
inal question,” said Mr. Brooke, ‘“ have 
you seen cases of gastritis as its symp- 
toms are given in the authorities I have 
read to you?” 

The witness said that he might have seen 
500 cases of gastritis. He was satisfied 
that his first diagnosis of Mrs. Bliss’s case 
was @ correct one. He stayed with his pa- 
tient about three-quarters of an hour, and 
then went to the druggist to have a pre- 
scription made up - 

“When you left there, did you think the 
woman was in imminent danger of death?” 

“TIT did not.” 

“In the case of an irritant poison, you 
would not order a mustard plaster to be 
placed on the stomach?” 

“‘I might order mustard internally.” 

“But not externally?” 

“I might, to stop the vomiting.” 


Questions of Poisons and Antidotes. 


Mrs. Fleming came into the courtroom 
after recess wearing her usual air of impas- 
siveness. Her half-sister, Florence Bliss, 
engaged in conversation for a few moments 
with one of the junior counsel for the de- 
fense, and then whispered the result to 
Mrs. Fleming, who smiled brightly, as if 
the news, whatever it was, carried encour- 
agement with it. 

Mr. Brooke resumed the cross-examina- 
tion of Dr. Bullman. He first asked the 
witness what was his object in administer- 
ing a hypodermic injection of morphine. 

“The symptoms,” sad Dr. Bullman. 

“Is morphine an antidote for any irritant 
poison? ’”’ 

The doctor remained silent. 

“You also. gave digitalis and whisky. 
wet a antidotes to any irritant poison? ”’

Mr. Brooke asked the witness to write 
out the first prescription which he gave 
Mrs. Bliss. Dr. O’Sullivan handed Dr. Bull- 
man a pad of yellow paper for the purpose, 
and he wrote it with a pencil, holding the 
pad on his knee. 

“For what form of irritant poison is bis- 
muth an antidote?”’’ asked Mr. Brooke. 

Dr. Bullman fenced with the question, and 
Dr. O’Sullivan, coming to his relief, sug- 
gested that the question should be, “In 
what ‘ stage,’ &c.”’ 

The witness explained that it was useful 
to coat the stomach and reduce the in- 
flAammation, 

“How .many times have you in your 
practice administered bismuth as an anti- 
dote for irritant poisoning? ”’ 

Dr. Bullman said that he knew of one 
ease which was the subject of a coroner’s 
inquest. Mr. Brooke pressed him to give 
the name of this case, but the doctor de- 
clined to, on the ground that it would be 
a breach of professional etiquette. The 
Recorder afterward ruled that the witness 
need not answer this question. 

“In how many cases of ptomaine poison- 
ing did you.use bismuth as an antidote?” 

“T have used it right along.’ 

Mr. Brooke at last got from the witness 
that bismuth was useful, according to med- 
ical authorities, for cases of eastric irri- 
tation due to ptomaines., The witness 
named three authorities in support of this 
view. Mr. Brooke turned swiftly around 
and asked Dr. Bullman if he knew any 
medical authority in favor of the use of 
any form of bismuth as an antidote for 
any kind of mineral poisoning. 

The witness’s answer to this question 
could not be heard. 

“What kind of poison 
asked Mr. Brooke. 

“An irritant poison.” 

“Ts it mineral or vegetable? ”’ 

** Mineral.”’ 

Mr. Brooke next went into the uses of 
bicarbonate of soda as an antidote for 
poisoning. The witness said it was an anti- 
dote for poisoning by acids. 

Dr. Bullman said that he got his tablet 
containing morphine and atropine from his 
pocket case, which he used in making a 
solution for the hypodermic injection for 
Mrs. Bliss. The doctor admitted that he 
had also in his pockets at the same time 
tablets of apomorphia, the effect of which 
is to produce violent vomiting. The doctor 
said he was sure that he had not mistakeh 
apomorphia for morphine in selecting the 
tablet. 


Doctor’s Course Under Review. 


Mr. Brooke wished to\ refer to ‘* Blythe 
on Poisons.’’ Dr. O'Sullivan appealed to 
the Recorder to protect the witness from 
being confronted with a work on pure 
chemistry, as he was only a general prac- 
titioner, and not an expert. 

“A little learning is a conperous thing,” 
quoted Mr. Brooke after . O'Sullivan 
had finished. 

Mr. Brooke next read from.“ Blythe on 
Poisons’ and from “ Osler on the ce 
of Medicine,” to show that in. case ar-

The doctor said that sometimes the éar- 
lier symptoms and sometimes the later 
symptoms were the more characteristic. 

By reference to Dr. Bullman’s testimony 
given at the Coroner’s inquest, it was 
brought out that he had then said that he 
could not tell what the cause of death 
was beyond acute gastritis, and that it 
was on that account that he placed the 
matter in the hands of the Coroner. 

After Dr. Bullman had seen Mrs. Bliss a 
second time he prescribed tablets of nitro- 
glycerine. Mr. Brooke was very curious to 
find out why the witness had given this 
drug. The reply was that it was to check 
the tenseness of the arteries. Then Mr. 
Brooke read from Prof. Vaughn’s book on 
ptomaine poisoning, showing that the symp- 
toms of arsenical and ptomaine poisoning 
were in may respects alike. 

Dr. O’Sullivan objected to questions along 
this line, because the witness was not an 
expert. The Recorder sustained him in his 
objection. i 

r. Bullman said that he had seen a dozen 
eases of arsenical poisoning, either in hos- 
pitals or at autopsies. Mr. Brooke askei 
him if he knew the difference between the 
administration of arsenic vefore death and 
after death. 

The witness said he did, and that in the 
cases of some of the autopsies, he had pre- 
viously seen the patients alive, known to 
be suffering from arsenical peisoning. In 
one case of arsenical pvisouing which he 
had attended since he left college he did not 
give bismuth or use the stomach pump.

Turning to the autopsy, Dr. Bullman gaid 
that Dr. O'Hanlon made it while he was 
present. The undertaker and the police 
officer were the only other persons present. 
Dr. O’Hanlon took out the stomach, first 
poured its contents into a bottle and then 
put the stomach itself into his valise. 


He Tells of the Autopsy. 


The heart was taken out, examined, and 
put back into the body. The same course 
was followed with all the other organs. 
Dr. O’Hanlon had no microscope with him, 
and used his ordinary case of instruments. 
The whole autopsy lasted two hours from 


the beginning until the time the organs 
were restored to their places and the body 
sewed up for burial. 

“Can you say from your professional 
skill whether or not the kidneys at that 
autopsy showed signs of chronic nephri- 
tis?’’ asked Mr. Brooke. 

“There are many kinus of nephritis—that 
is a very broad term,’”’ was the answer. 

“Then you cannot tell?” said Mr. 
Brooke. 

“I object,’ said Dr. O'Sullivan. 

The Recorder said the witness might 
give a categorical answer. Dr. Bullman, 
after sevéral other questions, said he be- 
lieved that the kidneys did show signs of 
chronic nephritis. Mr. Brooke turned to 
his favorite, “Osler on the Practice of 
Medicine,” and showed that many of the 
symptoms of chronic nephritis resemble 
Pome 4 which Mrs, Bliss had before her 
eath, 

Mr. Brooke finished his cross-examina- 
tion at 4 o’clock, and Dr, O’Sullivan be- 
gan his re-examination. He brought out 
from the witness the fact that he had 
communicated with the Coroner two hours 
after Mrs. Bliss’s death. 

“ Why did you sugeeat a mustard plas- 
ter?”’ asked Dr. O’Sullivan. 

Dr. Bullman attempted to give some con- 
versation between himself and Mrs. Bliss, 
but Mr. Brooke objected, and Dr, O’Sul- 
livan changed the question. 

‘““What was your object in ordering a 
mustard plaster?”’ 

“In order ts get Mrs. Van Norden out 
of the room, so that Mrs. Bliss could com- 
municate something privately to me.” 

Mr. Brooke objected strongly to the in- 
troduction of this question and answer, but 
was overruled by the Recorder. 

Before Dr. Bullman left the stand, Mr. 
McIntyre arose and said that the People 
proposed to introduce the dying declara- 
tion of Mrs. Buiiss, through Dr. Bullman, at 
a later stage of the case. He mentioned 
this fact so that Mr. Brooke might not be 
able to object to the recall of Dr. Bullman 
when the time came. 

Dr. O’Hanlon, the Coroner’s physician 
who made the autopsy, was the next wit- 
ness. Examined by Dr. O’Sullivan, he 
said that he had made inquiries of Dr. 
Bullman as to the cause of the death of 
Mrs. Bliss when they were jointly about to 
hold an autopsy on the body. 

Describing what he found at the autopsy, 
Dr. O’Hanlon said he found the lungs 
oedematous, calcareous deposits on the 
aortic valve of the heart, the liver and 
spleen normal, and the kidneys shrunk to 
much smaller than the usual size. The 
stomach, to which his attention had been 
Airected, showed signs of violent inflamma- 


tion. 
The trial was then adjourned until to- 


day, Dr. O’Hanlon being still on the wit- 
ness stand under direct examination. 


LONG LEASE SETTLES THE TROUBLE. 





American Surety Company to Have 
the Schermerhorn Building. 


At a meeting of the Trustees of the Amer- 
ican Surety Company yesterday an agree- 
ment between that corporation and John 
Jacob Astor was ratified, by which the 
Surety Company takes a ninety-nine year 
lease of the Schermerhorn Building at an 
annual rental of $75,000. 

This agreement has been under consider- 
ation for several weeks. It was framed 
soon after Mr. Astor’s representative com- 
plained that the broad cornice of the Surety, 


Company’s twenty-two story building, re- 
zently completed at Broadway and Pine 
Streets, projected considerably over the 
wall line of the Schermerhorn Building. 
This latter structure, which was erected 
by the Astor estate about ten years ago, 
is eight stories high. It adjoins the Surety 
Company’s building on the south and on 
the west, being shaped like the letter T, 
with a frontage of twenty-five feet on 
Broadway, and frontages of about ten feet 
each on Pine and Wall Streets. 

Mr. Astor regarded the projection of the 
Surety Company’s cornice an encroachment 
upon his property rights. He caused plans 
to be filed for the addition of fifteen or 
more stories to the Schermerhorn Building. 
The carrying out of such plans would have 
shut off all fight and air from the southern 
and western exposures of the new Surety 
Building. The contract entered into yes- 
terday settles all difficulties. It takes ef- 
fect immediately, and the occupants of the 
offices in the Schermerhorn Building are 
now tenants of the American Surety Com- 


pany.

Projects Recommended by the Special 
Committee That He Appointed Are 
Considered and the Plans Dis- 

the 

Building in Tompkins Square Are 

to be Heard Before the Board of 

Estimate and Apportionment. 


cussed—Those Opposed to 


Mayor Strong gave a pulic hearing in 
the Council Chamber of the Aldermen yes- 
terday on the matter of baths and lava- 
torles recommended by his special commit- 
tee. The hearing did not take the form of a 


controversy. 

The committee had recommended that a 
public bath, to cost $150,000 be erected in 
Tompkins Square, and that lavatories be 
built under Mail Street and under Greeley 
Square. 

There is much opposition on the part of 
people living in the vicinity of Tompkins 
Square to the use of any part of that park 
for any other than park purposes. This op- 
position was represented at the hearing by 
the Rev. Dr. McSweeny of St. Brigid’s 
Church, by Alderman Oakley, and Assem- 
blyman Fritz of the Fourteenth Assembly 
District. : 

The Mayor said that those in opposition 
would be heard when the matter came up 
before the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, so the fight that is to be made 
against the Tompkins Square site did not 
develop yesterday. 

A canvas for the display of stereopticon 
views covered the desk of the President of 
the board when the hearing began in the 
Council Chamber. The opening speech in 
favor of the plans of the Mayor’s commit- 
tee was made by Commissioner of Public 
Works Collis. He said that the people of 
the city owed Mayor Strong a debt of 
gratitude in inaugurating the system of 
public baths. The Mayor then complimen- 
ed his commit ee highly for the work wn.ch 
it had done. 

William Gaston Hamilton, who is Chair- 
man of the Mayor’sicommittee, described 
its work and said that this was the begin- 
ning of the establishment of a regular and 
general plan of baths for the city, and he 
added that the committee would like to es. 
tablish eleven bathhouses and several lav- 
atories. 

Mayor Strong introduced John P. Faure, 
Commissioner of Charities, who told of the 
beneficial work that has been done by St. 
John’s Guild in teaching the people the 
rules conducive to cleaniiness. 

The Mayor also introduced Dr. Moreau 
Morris of his committee. He said that Dr. 
Morris would give a ‘‘ rehash of the various 
baths and systems.’’ The big crowd that 
was present laughed very heartily at this 
way of putting it. Dr. Morris read a 
carefully prepared paper on the value of 
bathing as a preventive of diseases. 

Dr. William Howe Tolman, Secretary of 
the Mayor’s committee, addressed the meet- 
ing on the general subject of baths, and he 
illustrated his talk with scores of stereopti- 
con views. He began with a descrip- 
tion of the Roman baths of Nero 
and Diocletian. Then he told of the 
baths provided in this city by the Society 
for the Improvement of the Condition of 
the Poor and other organizations. He also 
showed views of some of the English baths. 

Views of the People’s, the Baron de 
Hirsch, amd the Riverside Baths were 
shown. Dr. Tolman was rather of the 
opinton that swimming ls in bathhouses 
were ood things, although, he. said, 
some of his associates did not agree with 
him in this. Dr. Tolman said the 4g sed 
Tompkins Square bath, which will be of 
Italian architecture and a icturesque 
building, will have seventy-eight rain- 
water sprays, and will permit the bathing 
of many thousand people every year. 

The speaker presented atrihing: views from 
the lower east side, showing the filth, the 
lack of ventilation, and utter disregard of 
the people for sanitation. Mr. Tolman said 
these people do not bathe because they have 
no opportunity or facilities, and he urged 
that the question of public baths be agitat- 
ed more as a question of civic economy, if 
for no other reason. 

Mayor Strong expressed great gratifica- 
tion over the work that had been done, and 
in adjourning the meeting he announced 
that further discussion on the subject would 
be had before the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 


DIPLOMAS FOR TRAINED NURSES. 





Thirty-three Young Women Graduates 
of Mount Sinai School. 


At the graduatin exercises of the Mount 
Sinai Training School for Nurses last night, 
thirty-three young women, who had taken 
the two years’ course, and had successfully 
passed the examination, received diplomas. 

The exercises took place at the school, 
149 East_ Sixty-seventh Street, and were 
presided over by Isaac Wallach, the Presi- 
dent of Mount Sinai Hospital. The gradu- 
ates, wearing the distinctive garb of the 
trained nurse, were grouped before the plat- 
form in the main hall of the school build- 
ing, which was’ handsomely decorated.

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A UNION AS TO DELEGATES.

HANNAH STRONG’S WILL SUSTAINED 


She Was Known in New-Rochelle as 
the “Blue Woman.” 


WHITE Purains, N. Y., May 27.~—The will 
of Hannah Strong, formerly of New- 
Rochelle, has been admitted to probate. 
Miss Strong was an eccentric woman. In 
New-Rochelle she was known as the “ Blue 
Woman,”” When she was a girl her mother 
made a mistake in administering medicine. 
Instead of giving’ the proper prescription, 
she administered nitrate of silver. The 
girl recovered, but her flesh had a bluish 
tint, which remained throughout life. Miss 
Strong, early in life, came into possession 
of property at New-Rochelle, and lived se- 
cluded until her death. 

The will was drawn Oct. 30, 1894. The 
estate was valued at about $12,000. She 
gave $500 to Trinity Church, at New- 
Rochelle, on condition that her burial 
plot is maintained tn order, and $500 to an 
old woman named Barrett, who. cared 
for her during the last years of. her 
life. The rest of the estate, real and per- 
sonal, is devised to John J. Carle of New- 
York, a friend of the deceased. Miss Strong 
had two brothers, Edward and Albert, who 
live in New-York, and a nephew, Edward 
S. Burtis, but none of these is mentionea 
in the will. They contested the will, claim- 
ing undue influence and incapability. 

Miss Strong used but one room in her 
house at New-Rochelle, and, although the 
entire house was extensively furnished, her 
furniture at the time of her death had 
never been used. Miss Strong was found 
dead in bed.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH BEGINS AC- 
TION FOR THEIR DEMOLITION. 


The Occupants of Five Groups of 
Houses in Mott, West, and Baxter 
Streets Ordered to Leave Them by 
June 2—The Buildings Dilupidated 
and Unfit for Human Habitation— 
The “Old Brewery” 
Condemned Structures.

The Board of Health has at last taken 
action toward enforcing the law for the 
demolition of those curses to indigent hu- 
man beings which are known as “ rear ten- 
ements.”’ 

The law went into effect within a few 
days of a year ago. 

At a meeting of the board on Tuesday 
an order was adopted directing the depart- 


ure, on or before June 2, 1896, of all per- 
sons in the following rear buildings, and 


——_ ——— 


buildings, and if they are satisfied that 
destruction is necessary they are to decide 
in one of three ways: 

(1) If the compensation is to be based on 
rental, it shall be oniy for the rental of the 
building, and not of the ground; (2) the 
amount of the compensation may be esti- 
mated ‘‘as the value of the pee rd if it 
had been pug into a sanitary condition, or 
into reasonably good repair, after deduct- 
ing the estimated expense of putting it 
into such condition’; or (3) the amount of 
compensation may be based simply on the 
value of the materials of the buildings. 

Thus an owner may be awarded either, 
say, $50 for the value of the building mate- 
rial or a much greater amount as the prin- 
cipal invested in rentals. 

From the information furnished to it—as 
the result of investigations of the buildings 
involved in these five oer, Regis- 
ters of Records and nitary and Medical 
Inspectors, the Board of Health seems to 
have good evidence. The average annual 
death rates in the last five years in the 
five groups of buildings are stated to have 
been 35.87, 32.59, 39.73, 32.41, and 23.73. All 
except the latter, it will be seen, are far 
above the general death rate of the city. 

The front and rear five-story brick tene- 
ments from 308 to 316 Mott Street are 
adjoined on the north and south by three- 
story tenements, and on the east by a 
school, a church, and tenement houses. It 
is stated that the rear houses are occupied 
by 20 families, or 110 persons, . while 
230 «families, or 150 persons, occupy the 
front houses, making, altogether, 260 per- 
sons. The air space between the front and 
rear buildings is only 6 feet 10 inches wide. 

‘“*In the cellars under the rear houses,” 
say Sanitary Inspector John Sullivan and

The reason given for this action is that 
the buildings “are unfit, and not reason- 
ably capable of being made fit, for human 
habitation,” because of lack of ventilation, 
existence of nuisances likely to cause sick- 
ness, and of dangers to life by occupancy. 

It now remains to be seen whether the 
courts will confirm and uphold the course 
of the board in one cr more of these five 


rocedures;' whether, for instance, the 
oard’s allegations are justifiable, and, if 
they are, what compensation the owners of 
such buildings shall receive. There is every 
reason to expect that those interested in 
these houses of misery and death will 
Start, either individually or collectively, a 
desperate fight against the constitutionality 
of the law; and if it is declared Constitu- 
tional, will seek compensation that would 





seriously affect the city’s treasury. 

The law provides—if it is proved in court, 
that the destruction of these buildings is 
mecessary—for the appointment by the Court 
of Commissioners to decide upon the com- 
pensation. These Commissioners will re--. 
ceive evidence as to the condition of the 


“are situated’ the water-closet accommoda- 
tions for all these people.’’ These places 
are stated to be ventilated through the nar- 
row opening between the front and rear 
houses. The absence of sunlight and fresh 
air in both front and rear houses- cannot, 
it is declared, be too forcibly emphasized. 
On the third floors were found lights burn- 
ing in living rooms at 3 o’clock P. M. of a 
clear day. 

The front and rear houses from 240 to 
254 Mott Street are stated to be more than 
seventy years old, and ‘ delapidated, ram- 
shackle, filthy structures.’’ They are used 
by forty families, all Italians. ‘‘ Each fam- 
ily occupies two small rooms, with space 
for but one bed. Yet one of the basement 
apartments of two rooms is occupied by 
seven persons of both sexes.” 


“Old houses, originally built for ‘ model 
tenements,’’’ These are 36 and 36% Baxter 
Street. In them are thirty Italians. Offen- 
sive odors, due to defective sewerage; lack of 
air, and filthy walls and crilings are among 
the conditions of the rear 4cu»es described. 

Into a space four feet wide between the 
front and rear houses, at 21 West Street, are 
thrown, it-is declared, refuse and offensive 
matter, and the sinks in the yard are within 
two feet of sleeping and living rooms. The 
“Old Brewery,’’ 22 and 24 Baxter Street, 
the front and rear of which are ordered to 
be vacated, has as occupants seventy-one 
adults and forty-five children, all Italians. 
The houses are said to have been built 
in 1820 and 1830. Filth, vermin, negtect, and 
7 ig are asserted to be apparent on every 
side.

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THE GIRL WHO TRIED HER HAND 
AT ROBBERY A “TERROR.” 


Her Mother Is an Invalid, and She Has 
Run Wild—One of Her Pranks to 
Go Begging Barefooted—Not to be 
Seen Yesterday, but Her Father 
Says She Will Be Produced When 
Wanted—Miss Georgiann’s Part in 
the Affair. 


Florence Brock, whose kleptomania or se- 
rious prankishness brought about on Tues- 
day the arrest of herself and her sister, 
Georgiana, for robbing Mrs. Breck P. 
Trowbridge of 331 West Seventy-first 


Street of part of her wedding outfit, worth 
more than $1,000, was sequestered yester- 
day. Her father, Henry Brock, President 
of the Brock Commercial Company of 271 
Broadway, at his home, 339 West Seventy- 
first Street, said last evening that it was 
no one’s business where Florence was— 
when he was required to produce her she 
would appear. 

The detectives under Acting Capt. V@ee- 
denburgh of the Twenty-fourth Precinct 
say Mrs. Trowbridge reported to them that 
Tuesday evening both of the defendant 
girls left their home carrying hand valises, 
as if going out of town. , 

Georgiana Brock was at her father’s 
house last night, however. She would not, 
because of instructions from Mr. Brock 
talk in any way of her sister or the charge 
against them. _She appeared to suffer 
acutely, and lamented that because the 
police version of what had happened had 
been accepted she at least had been made 
to appear in a very unfavorable light. 

Mr. Brock when he talked of his daugh- 
ters and the charge against them was vio- 
lently indignant. He said some of the 
stories of what had occurred were libelous 
and that suits would be instituted againsi 
several newspapers. He also said an out- 
rage had been committed in his home dur- 
ing the afternoon, On the mantelpiece of 
the parlor was a photograph of Florence. 
A reporter for ‘a stnsational newspaper 
ealled. After he left, the portrait was 


missing, and a friend of the family told 
Mr. Brock that she met the reporter in 
the street and that he had the portrait in 
his hand and’ was examining it. 

“If,” said Mr. Brock, *‘a cut of that por- 
trait is published every link of the chain 
of evidence to fortify criminal action will 
be complete.” 

Mr. Brock had barely patience to tell 
his side of the case, which he said would 
be amplified in a few days. Mrs. Brock 
has been arinvalid for some time and una- 
ble to look after her children, three of 
whom are wild, harum scarum little folk. 
They are Florence, who is twelve years old, 
and so intractable that she would get into 
scrapes under the best of influences, and 
Rees and Harry, slips of boys, chummy 
with street urchins. Mrs. Brock re- 
cently submitted to a heroic surgical oper- 
ation, and her fate is yet uncertain. The 
slightest excitement might kill her. 

When Miss Georgiana knew of Florence’s 
awful misdoing, her first thought was for 
her mother, and the absolute necessity of 
keeping her in ignorance of it, and trust- 
ing to time to remedy matters. Then came 
pe 2 detectives, and with them urgency of 
action. 

“What would you or I have done?” 
asked Mr. Brock. “ Well, just what you or 
I would have. have done was just what.a 
woman would not do. There’s the story. 
The trunk containing the property of Mrs. 
Trowbridge urid) Mrs.. Muser -was sent to 
the Colombia stofage Warehouse as part 
of a crude plan to set all right without 
the mother getting one inkling of Flor- 
ence’s serious escapade. That’s the whole 
story.” 

Mr. Trowbridge, whose offices as an 
architect are in the United Charities Build- 
ing, said that he knew neither Miss Brock 
nor her sister, and first saw them in the 
Yorkville Police Court. 

‘I have been approached in no way,” 
he continued, ‘‘ by any one with a plea for 
lenity. While I am not vindicative or 
desirous of seeing young women or children 
punished, such a request now would be 
useless. The case is out of my hands. It 
is for the officials to act.’’ 

The detectives of the Twenty-fourth Pre- 
cinct very cleverly found: out how the 
robbery at Mrs. Trowbridge’s was commit- 
ted, recovered her property, and that of 
Mrs. Muser, and arrested the girls. But 
they erred, apparently, in emulating ‘ Shir- 
lock Holmes” by making Miss Brock’s 
Oxford tie shoes fit traces on bedding, and 
on the roof between the Brock and Trow- 
bridge houses. In the first place there is no 
fit, and in the second, they destroy their 
theory by their own admissions. 

They say that when Florence was arrest- 
ed she stoutly denied her guilt, but that 
when she knew that her sister was in cus- 
tody she made a full confession. She gaia 
that to rob Mrs. Trowbridge she made six 
trips over the roof, getting on a bed to 
leave her room, and stepping on a bed to 
get into Mr. Trowbridge’s. 

Georgiana confronted her when she re- 
turned for the fifth time with property, and 
said that if she took all of it back she 
would not tell on her. Florence, however, 
was defiant, and went back for more, and 
when ghe returned Georgiana said that she 
would not say anything, but would get rid 
of the stolen things by sending them to a 
storage warehouse. 

Many odd stories were told yesterday of 
Florence’s pranks, eccentricities, and* tom- 
boy nature, She and her brothers, Rees 
and Harry, attend Public School No. 87, in 
West Seventy-seventh Street. Here they 
were regarded as the most intractable of 
the scholars. They were as wild as hawkes, 
on friendly terms with street arabs, and 
were often so unkempt and dirty that they 
were sent home with notes to be made 
more presentable. 

Quite recently the boys took a letter to 
their teacher saying that their parents had 





sent it. It recited that by a decision of the 
family doctor they were withdrawn from 
the school to ye the country. They 
were excused. o days after the teacher 
found them wallowing in gutter dust near 
the school. They were in the condition of 
sparrows while taking a dust bath in the 
sun. When the teacher demanded an ex- 
planation they whimpered and promised 
that if their ppetner was kept in ignorance 
of their playing hookey they would be at 
school the next day. 

Florence now and then would go around 
barefooted and beg alms or bread, and tell 
touching stories of poverty and need. Only 
the other day, a Mrs. Palmer, who lives 
at 341 West Seventy-first Street, gave the 
wild little imp 5 cents, and half an hour 
later recognized her as she was balancing 
herself on a fence in the rear of her 
father’s house. 

Stories about blackmail, attempts to get 
money for ‘‘ keeping the story out of the 
papers,” and an endeavor to smother up 
the case at the Yorkville Police Court 
were not found to have any foundation 
yesterday. 

Miss Georgiana Brock, who is tall, lady- 
like, and extremely pretty, is to marry 
E. Robinson, son of a United States 
Minister to Germany. Mr. Robinson was 
summoned to Elmira, and his fiancée sent 
his property to the Columbia Storage Ware- 
house. This was made a mystery of by the 
detectives. 


CHILDREN WHO HAVE GONE WRONG. 





Boys Confess to Burglary—The Case of 
the Girl Pickpockets,. 


Following the recent arrest of the three 
girl pickpockets and the nine-year-old Ital- 
ian boy who stole several hundred dollars’ 
worth of jewelry, comes the arrest of John 
Debarbera, ten years old, of 72 Thompson 
Street, on a charge of attempted burglary. 

An attempt was made early yesterday 
morning to force an entrance into the whole- 
sale grocery house of the Compagnia Ano- 
nima, at 65 Thompson Street. Some one 
told the police that the would-be burglars 
were boys. Debarbera, whose reputation 
with tHe police ha; not been good, was at 
once suspected and arrested. He confessed 
and accused his brother Louis and several 
other boys of having been implicated in the 
wrongdoing. It is thought that the boys 
have been concerned in a number of small 
burglaries in the neighborhood. 

In the Jefferson Market Police Court yes- 
terday, Magistrate Simms remanded Debar- 
bera to the station house until to-morrow, 
in order that more evidence might be se- 
cured against him and that the other youth- 
ful criminals might be arrested.

A “COLONIAL WARS” MONUMENT. 





The Society to Erect It on a Lake 
George Battlefield. 


The committee appointed by the Society 
of Colonial Wars to erect a memorial at 
Lake George in commemoration of the 
victory won there Sept. 8, 1755, is send- 
ing out announcements to members of the 
society that it has been offered a desirable 
site for the proposed monument and ask- 
ing subscriptions. 

The battle referred to was won by Gen. 
William Johnson, in command of the Pro- 
vincial forces, over tke French and Cana- 
dians, under Baron Dieskau. Many of the 
Provincial officers were lost in the battle, 
and 500 of the French, with their General 
and other officers, were slain. 

The site offered is on the old battlefield 
adjoining the military road of that. time. 


It is on a bluff overlooking the lake, at a 
point where the monument, when _ erected, 
will be seen for a long distance. The road 
which passes around the site is included in 
the section reserved for a State park. 

The committee proposes to have commem- 
orative medals struck—to be made from old 
French cannon, and to be given to each 
subscriber of $5 or more.

TOO MUCH RYE WHISKY 





EASTERN DISTILLERIES MAY BE 
IDLE FOR A YEAR. 


Manufacturers Appoint a Committee 
to Prepare a Resolution for a 
Temporary Suspension of Produc- 
tion After Sept. 1—The Demand by 
the Trade Decreased, Not the Con- 
sumption—Kentucky Distillers to 
Act Next Month. 


The Eastern distillers propose to stop 
making rye whisky for a year from Sept. 1. 
The supply is so much greater. than the 
demand that the manufacturers believe the 
proposed action will be to the benefit of 


the trade, and that it will stimulate trade. 

The fact that the supply is greater than 
the demand is attributed to dverproduc- 
tion during the last five or six years, rath- 
er than to any decrease in consumption. 
The average quantity of rye whisky pro- 
duced annually by the distilleries which it 
is proposed to close temporarily is in round 
numbers 6,000,000 gallons. There are now 
in bond from these same distilleries about 
20,000,000 gallons. 

The eastern distilleries, 
situated in Pennsylvania, Maryland, and 
West Virginia. They are distinguished 
from the Western.and Kentucky distilleries 
in that they make rye whisky only. The 
Kentucky concerns have a capacity of 
about 30,000,000 gallons of this liquor an- 
nually, and it is expected by the Eastern 
men that they will join them in the move 
to dezrease the supply by a temporary sus 
yension of manufacture. 

Most of the leading distilling firms were 
represented at a meeting held at the Wal- 
dorf Hotel yesterday, when the proposition 
to suspend operations was discussed. The 
meeting was called at the request of the 
jobbing trade, it was said, and with one or 
two exceptions, all who attended were in 
favor of a suspension on Sept. 1 for twelve 
months. These concerns were represented 
at the meeting: 

A. Guckenheimer & Brothers, Joseph S. 
Finch & Co., A. Overholt & Co., the 
Schenley Distilling Company, the Thomp- 
son Distilling Company, the Philip Ham- 
burger Company, and S. Dillinger & Sons 
of Pittsburg, Moore & Sinnot and the Han- 
nis Distilling Company of Philadelphia, the 
Sherwocd Distilling Company, the Monti- 
cello Distilling Company, J. A. Dougherty 
& Sons, the Robert Stuart Distilling Com- 
pany, the Baltimore Distilling Company, 
and the Melvale Distilling Company 
of Baltimore, the Sunnyside Distilling Com- 
pany of Sunnyside, Penn., and the Wilson 
Distilling Company of Highspire, Penn. 

James G. Pontefract of Joseph 8S. Finch & 
Co. presided and Edwin V. Dougherty was 
Secretary. It was said that six distilleries 
of the Eastern District were not represent- 
ed at the meeting, and, as it was deemed 
best to act as a unit in order to make the 
suspension effective, final action on the 
proposition was not taken. 

J. G. Pontefract; J. S. Rosenthal, George 
H. Jarden, Charles W. Mauk, and Edwin V. 
Dougherty were appointed to prepare a 
resolution providing for the stopping of 
business. his resolution is to be submit- 
ted to a meeting to be held within a week 
or ten days, probably. In the meantime 
the. sentiments of the distfllers who were 
not represented yesterday will he learned. 
It was thought by those who attended the 
meeting that thereis no question as to the 
result. 

The present over-production is said to be 
due to the large crops in the years from 
1888 to 1898, which enabled distillers to get 
raw material cheaper than before, and the 
increase in the duty on whisky imposed 
by the Wilson Tariff bill. 

Business increased because of both of 
these: factors, and the result is as indi- 
cated. 

The proposition to cease manufacturing 
for a year has been considered by the Ken- 
tucky distillers, it was said yesterday, and 
the question will be determined at a meet- 
ing to be held in Louisville on June 10.

Charles Kent Attracts Much Attention 
While Painting St. Paul’s Steeple. 


A man clinging to the gilt weather vane 
on the pinnacle of St. Paul’s steeple at- 
tracted a good deal of attention along 
Broadway and Fulton Street yesterday. He 
seemed perfectly at ease 200 feet above the 
pavement, though it almost made people 
dizzy to look up at him. Below him and 
lying against the slender spire which sup- 
ports the weather vane was a tiny ladder, 
the rounds of wfiich could just be dis- 
tinguished. The man appeared ‘like a 
dwarf. He was regilding the vane at the 
time. 

The individual who seemed so much at 
home in the air was Charles Kent, a pro- 
fessional steepleclimber from Brooklyn and 
one of the innumerable “ Steeple Charlies.” 
He has been engaged to paint St. Paul’s 
steeple. When he had. gilded the weather 
vane he descended to the spire, to which 
he gave a coat of dark brown paint. 

He was seated in a boatswain’s chair, and 
by means of block and fall raised and 
lowered himself at pleasure, but so small 
was his support that it could hardly be 
made out from the street. He seemed to 
crawl up and down the steeple like a 
spider. Sometimes he would. be in front 
anc’in full view of everybody, and then 
he would suddenly swing around out of 
sight to reappear a few minutes later at a 
different altitude. 

Kent had two assistants, but they did 
not venture with him up the steeple. They 
confined their opérations to the lower re- 
gions about the belfry.

Mrs. Jordan says that the next night she 
and her companion slept in the dining room 
and for several nights thereafter on the 
deck, because of the insufficient protection 
afforded by the company.

PRELIMINARY STEP TOWARD FUR. 
NISHING A BETTER SUPPLY. 


Board of Estimate Authorizes thé 
Controller to Issue $580,000 in 
Bonds for Laying Two Mains in 
Fifth Avenue from Kighty-first 
Street to Washington Square— 
Payment for St. John’s Park Site 
—Money for Other Purposes. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportiom 
ment, at ite meeting yesterday, author- 
ized the Controller to issue $580,000 in 
bonds, for laying two water mains in Fifth 
Avenue from Eighty-first Street to Wash- 


ington Square, under the law passed this 
year. They will be 48-inch mains to Twen- 
tieth Street and 86-inch mains below: 

This is the beginning of the work of se- 
curing a better water supply for the lower 
part of the city. It is intended to build the 
mains down Fifth Avenue as far as Fifty- 
ninth Street this year, and next year ‘to 
carry one of the pipes down to the whole- 
sale dry goods district and the other to 
Chambers Street. 

It is provided that Fifth Avenue shall 
not be torn up fer more than ten blocks at 
any one time, and that only one side ot 
the avenue shall be torn up at a time. 

The board also authorized the issue of 
$554,565.04 in park bonds to pay for the - 
St. John’s Park site. Originally the prop- 
erty owners agreed to pay one-half of the | 
cost of this improvement. Then it Was re- 
duced to one-third for the property own- 
ers. Then the owners went to the Legis~ 
lature and had all of the cost put on the 
city. The Mayor disapproved this bill, but 
the Legislature passed it over his objec. 
tions. : 

“All the New-York -City ‘members ap- 
parently voted against me in this matter,” 


Said the Mayor as he voted for the bond 
issue. a 

The board adopted a resolution maki 
the interest on Third Avenue Bridge sae = 
3% per cent., instead of + per cent. 7 

The request of the Police Board for the 
issue of $300,000 in bonds to pay the sal- 
aries of additional patrolmen, authorized by 
law, was granted. as was also ihe Police 
Board’s’ request for permission to change 
the designation’ ‘steam launch account” 
to “launch account.” ‘This was done so.‘ 
that the Commissioners could buy launches 
propelled by other power than steam with 
the twelve-thousand-dollar appropriation 
which they have for the purpose. 

The Rapid Transit Commission got a 
transfer of $9,648.92 for contingencies. 
“The last gasp,’’ whispered President Je- 
roloman of the Board of Aldermen to the 
Mayor as the resolution was adopted. 

The board .appropriated $10,500 for im. 
provements to the walks.in Mount Morris 
Park. The Park Department asked for 
$100,000 to build a roadway forty feet wide 
through Bronx and Pelham Bay Parks, but 
the matter was laid over because no maps 
or plans accompanied the request. 

The board asked the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners to provide for the extension ot 
Gouverneur Hospital, and to allow the con- 
demnation of such parts of Gouverneu’ 
Slip as may be necessary.

APPROPRIATIONS FOR 15897, 


Brooklyn’s Board of Estimate Exame 
ining Requisitions. 


The Brookiynr- Beard of Education wants 
$3,657,005 for that department for 1897, and 
a committee representing the educational 
interests of the city yesterday appeared be- 
fore. the Board of Estimate. President 
Swanstrom said that the teachers’ salaries 
would be $2,047,698, an increase of $172,865 
over this year. 

County Treasurer Taylor said that the 
State allowance for school purposes would 
be $421,000, instead of $405,000 as the requie 
sition showed. Mr. Stvanstrom said that 
there were, according to the police censu 
about 8,000 children between the ages Qf! 
six and eight years who did not have school 
accommodations, and President Clark of 
the Board of Aldermen said that he had as- 
certained that there were schools without 
scholars enough to fill them, and he favored 
the item of £50,000 for teacaers to care for 
new classes that would be instituted. The 
question was deferred. The board allowed 
$40,000 for evening schools, $20,000 more 
than was allowed for this year. 

The sum of $23,862 was asked for the 
Truant Home, but Alderman Clark said 
that it had been found that the boys could 
be boarded for less money in a hotel than 
at the home. 

The Board of Elections asked for $211,000, 
but the Board of Estimate decided that this 
department could ‘get along with less than 
that, and allov-ed $200,000. 

The Board of Estimate wili meet again on 
Monday.

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The Piatform Is Ready—Unrestricted 
Coinage for Gold and Silver. 


William P. St. John, President of the 
Mercantile National Bank in this city, 
for many years an ardent silver man, pro- 
poses to organize a new National party to 
be called “The American Independents of 
1896." He sets forth a platform for the 
proposed party, in a short article in the 
June number of The Arena, and hopes to 
secure the co-operation of ‘‘all who have 
become distrustfu! of old parties and tired 
of boss rule.” Following are the main 
points in Mr. St. John’s platform: 


First—(a) That the mints of the United States 
shall be reopened to equally unrestricted coinage 
for gold and silver into the unlimited legal-tend- 
er money of the United States; the gold to issue 
in the present standard gold coins, and the 
silver te issue in the present standard silver 
dollars. (b) Depositors of the gold or silver 
at the Mint to receive in lieu of coin, if 
they prefer, at the coining value thereof, coin 
certifieates which shall be redeemed on demand 
n gold or silver coin at the option and ae- 
cording to the convenience of the United States, 
(c) And as a safeguard against panic and money 
stringency, the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
be empowered to issue such coin certificates ad- 
itionally against deposits of interest-bearing 

mds of the United States, the interest accruing 
on the bonds to inure to the United States pend- 
ing their re-exchange for,the coin certificates, 
which eoin certificates when returned shall be 
canceled; provided that such additional issues 
of coin certificates shall not reduce’ the per- 
centage of coin and bullion reserved for coin 
certificates and silver certificates below 60 per 
cent. of the aggregate sum of coin certificates and 
Silver certificates outstanding. The now out- 
standing silver certificates, gold certificates, and 
Treasury notes of 1890 to be retired as they come 
into the Treasury. 

Second—The threatened competition with our 
Southern cotton mills of those of China and 
Japan, the increasing importations of long;stapled 
Egyptian in competition with our Sea Island 
cotton, and the ill effects of the abrogation of 
the tariff on wool along with the reduction in 
the tariff on woolen manufactures, combine to 
evidence the fact that the time has not arrived 
to abandon an adequate protective tariff system 
in vain pursuit of the phangom of free trade. We 


are, therefore, eproged to opening our home mar- - 


ket of 70,000,000 of consumers to tne foreigners 
on any pretense of procuring thereby a foreign 
market for the productions of the United States. 
But we shall exact of our manufacturers that 
they accord to labor a liberal and more con- 
tinuously certain share of the protection ac- 
corded them; and that the tariff devised shall 
afford also a protection to the farmer and the 
planter, and provide sufficient revenues for the 
necessary expenditures of Government. 

Third—We demand the application of the 
principle defined as the initiative and referen- 
dum to all Nations legisigtion which involves 
anv radical change in public policy. 

Fourth—We condemn Clevelandism utterly. 

Mr. St. John says that some would ac- 
quiesce in free coinage if they could fore- 
see freedom from panic on its adoption, and 
on this point he argues as follows: “If 
$30,000,000 of bank Clearing-House certifi- 
cates can ailay a panic in Wall Street, the 
prospect of $300,000,000 of United States 
coin certificates is likely to stifle any panic 
that could arise. The people who are vul- 
nerable are they who own the Government 
bonds, generally speaking. Certain other 
bondholders can be relied upon to lend 
their bonds, at a commission, for the pro- 
posed issue of coin certificates.’ 

It is expected that Mr. St. John and some 
other citizens who view the financial and 
political situation in the same light will 
get together and lay the foundation for the 
new party. 





DIPLOMAS SOON. 


EXPECTS THE 


College of Dentistry Graduates Need 
Not Worry, Mr. Vanderveer Says. 


The failure of the State Board of Regents 
to forward diplomas to the seventy-four 
graduates of the New-York College of 
Dentistry, class of ‘96, has caused con- 
siderable uneasiness among the graduates 
and has put in circulation stories to the 
detriment of the college. 

It was hinted in a morning newspaper 
yesterday that the Regents are withhold- 
ing the diplomas because the college is 
violating the law by having as President 
of its Board of Trustees Frank F. Van- 
derveer, who is its paid counsel. Mr. Van- 


derveer said to a reporter for THE NEw- 
YorK TIMES yesterday: 

‘The degrees conferred May 11 were sent 
to Albany as usual, after they were signed 
by the Board of Trustees. We were in- 
formed the next day that they had been 
signed by the Chancellor... They haye. not 
been returned for distribution. I do not 
know whether Secretary Dewey has signed 
them. He wrote to me that he had pre- 
sented the diplomas to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Regents and recommended 
that they be approved, and that he be au- 
thorized to sign. 

* None of the graduates need be alarmed. 
Everything must be all right legally, be- 
cause, although the law requires the pres- 
entation of a diploma as a prerequisite. to 
a Regent’s examination, fourteen of our 
graduates presented themselves last week 
without diplomas, and were allowed to take 
the examinations. , 

“TIT am not a salaried offieer of the col- 
lege, and consequently the university law 
that forbids a Trustee being a salaried of- 
ficer has no application, 

“The failure to receive the diplomas is 
undoubtedly due solely to delay in the Re- 
gents’ office. I know the Secretary has 
been away most of the time since the di- 
plomas were received by him. I am having 
inquiries made, however, and everything 
will be fixed in a few days.” 





May Let Irish Volunteers Parade. 


There was a conference at Police Headquarters 
yesterday between Police Commissioner Andrews, 
Chief Conlm, and Col. Moran of the First Regi- 
ment, Irish Volunteers, in regard to the pro- 
jected parade of the regiment on Decoration 


Day. The law prohibits the parade with arms of 
bodies other than regularly organized corps of 
the National Guard or militia and the troops of 
the United States, except such military organiza- 
tions as.were in existence on April 23, 1888. Col. 
Moran claimed that the organization which he 
commands was in existence on April 23, 1883, 
and presented several affidavits to substantiate 
this claim. Commissioner Andrews and Chief 
Conlin both said they never heard of the First 
Regiment, Irish Volunteers, until after the break- 
ing up of the Sixty-ninth Regiment. The Police 
Commissioners will give a decision to-morrow.
